PARIS, June 29 (AP) — The 
four-power foreign ministers to- 
night postponed a decision on a 


general European peace confer- 
ence and pondered a new compro- 
mise proposal on the disputed 
port. of Trieste which French 
sources said might break the con- 
ference deadlock but which 
American quarters declared could 
not be seriously considered. 

The compromise Trieste plan, 
submitted by French foreign min- 
ister Georges Bidault, calls for 
establishing Trieste as an autono- 
mous region under international 
guidance for 10 years, French 
sources sa.d. At the end of that 
time, the Big Four would re- 
examine the problem, making a 
new decision or referring the mat- 
ter to the United Nations. Both 
Italy and Yugoslavia have de- 
manded Trieste outright. 

French informants said that 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov accepted the Bidault pro- 
posal “in principle” as a “basis 
for discussion” with certain reser- 
vations. These were that the au- 
tonomous regime should be perma- 
nent instead of for only 10 years 
and that other interested nations, 
such as Czechoslovakia, be repre- 
sented on the government board. 

Americans who attended the 
meeting, however, described the 
plan as too complicated and

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Some Here Fear Price Rises Will 
Allow Buying Only Necessities 


Administratien controls on all but 
the price of sugar and the quotas 
under which livestock is slaugh- 
tered has caused some St. 
Louisans to fear that prices will 
rise sharply. They are of the 
opinion that they will be able to 
buy only necessities, a survey con- 
ducted by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed late yesterday. 

The end of the OPA will not 
affect sugar rationing, William H. 
Bryan, head of the St. Louis of- 
fice, pointed out since that prod- 
uct is controlled by the Second 
War Powers Act, which is still in 
effect. The slaughter control or- 
der, he said, was issued under an 
authority of the Department of 
Agriculture, which designated 
OPA as its agent, and although 
OPA has been disbanded quotas 


will still remain in effect. 
Commenting on President Tru- 
man’s veto of the price control 


Termination of Office of Price bill Bryan said, No other course 


would have been possible, for the 
bill would have permitted nearly 
as much inflation as if there had 
been no OPA.” 

He warned buyers that they 
make purchases next week at 
their own risk, although there is 
a possibility that Congress may 
later take steps to revive the price 
control program. 

In spite of the fact that the of- 
fice has been’ voted out of exist- 
ence Bryan said all OPA board 
and district office employes were 
expected to report for work to- 
morrow. 

“Certain steps toward liquida- 
tion must be taken,” he said, “and 
official notice of termination of 
employment must be given to all 
government employes.”

is laid down, well in advance of 
any crisis, it will enable timely 
decentralization of industrial 
and medical facilities, construc- 
tion or blueprinting of shelters, 
and preparation for life-saving 
evacuation programs. 

“The almost unprotected, com- 
pletely surprised cities of Japan 
suffered maximum losses from 
atomic bomb attack. 

“If we recognize in advance 
the possible danger and act to 
forestall it, we shall at worst 
suffer minimum casualties and 
disruption.” 

The report grimly warned that 
for sustained attack by atomic 
bombs there are no palliatives.“ 
It said that much can be done 
in the way of shelters, decentral- 
ization and medical organization 
to meet an initial onslaught of

“Régardiess of what happens to 
OPA legislation over the week 
end all OPA employes are expec- 
ted to come to work Monday 
morning.” 

Officials said they assumed that 
similar instructions had been is- 
sued to OPA field office employes. 
Those number 30,705. 

Whether they could be paid or 
what work they would do, with 
price and rent controls expiring 
Sunday midnight, none was pre- 
pared to say. 

Some clarification of employes’ 
status is expected Monday after- 
noon, when Price Administrator 
Paul Porter is scheduled to ad- 
dress national office OPA work- 
ers.

VIRTUALLY “ALL

WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
— The White House press office 
said just before 8 o’clock tonight 
that the latest count on mes- 
sages from the public showed 288 
in favor of President Truman’s 
veto of the price control exten- 
sion bill, with five again. 

In announcing earlier that sev- 
eral hundred messages had ar- 
rived by midafternoon, White 
House Press Secretary Charles G. 
Ross said that of 112 he had 
looked at himself 111 praised the 
President’s action and urged him 
to continue his fight against in- 
flation. 

Ross said the ratio of favorable 
messages demonstrated that the 
public genuinely understood the 
issues at stake. The telegrams 
are arriving from every part of 
the country, he said. 

Ross was asked what Truman 
could do to hold prices in line in 
the absence of congressional 
action. 

He replied: “That is a problem,” 
and declined to elaborate, 

AFL “resident William Green 
hailed “the President's cour- 
ageous veto” of the OPA bill, 
while Senator Taft (Rep.), Olio, 
called it “the most inflationary 
move which could be made.” 

“It is unthinkable,” said Green, 
“that Congress should refuse to 
carry out promptly the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations for a 
year’s extension of effective price 
control.”

2 Pct, Retail Price Rise for Half 
Of ’46---As Much as for All of 45 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP)— 
Retail consumer prices increased 
2 per cent in the first half of 
1946, or about as much as the 
increase for all of 1945, 
Reporting this today, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics said that 
wholesale prices increased § per 
cent or “five times as much as 
during comparable periods of 1944 
and 1945.” It viewed the average 
wholesale price rise as “of major 
significance for future price de- 
velopments.” 
The price analysis was prepared 
before Congress completed action 
on the compromise OPA extension 
bill and President Truman vetoed 


it. 
Noting that agricultural and 
non-agricultural commodities com- 


modities shared almost equally in 


the wholesale price advance, the 
bureau said: 

“These increases, most of which 
came in late spring and early 
summer, may be expected to 
cause further advances in prices 
of consumer goods as the full ef- 
fects are carried through to a 
retail level.” 

Among retail price increases in 
1946 the agency reported rises of 
5 per cent for clothing, 3 per cent 
for food and 4 per cent for house 
furnishings. 

The report said rents had re- 
mained generally stable but the 
residential housing shortage 
came “more acute.” 

“The purchase of homes at in- 
flated prices by persons not 
financially able to assume the 
long-term burden of home owner- 
ship is raising an increasingly 
serious problem for the future,” 
the report said.

WASHINGTON, June 29 
(AP)—All price and rent con- 
trols will come to at least a 
temporary end at midnight to- 
morrow. This became certain 
today when President Truman 
vetoed Congress s watered- 
down bill to extend the life of 
the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, and Congress put off 
until Monday any action on 
emergency extension legisla- 
tion. | 

The bill to extend OPA, 
whose legal authority expires 
with the month, was killed 
when the House voted 142 to 
sustain and 173 to override 
the veto, Wjth both pro- and 
auti-OPA Representatives vot- 
ing to sustain, the vote was 38 
short of -the necessary two- 
thirds majority necessary to 
keep the measure alive for 
Senate action on the veto. 

Leaders in both houses made 
frantic efforts to obtain ac- 
tion on a temporary measure 
to extend OPA, but the Senate 
blocked even introduction of 
such a bill, and the House 
agreed to put off action until 
Monday. 

Doubt on Restoring Controls. 

Whether price controls can be 
restored next week is an open 
question. Administration leaders 
in Congress tonight discussed 
strategy for an effort Monday to 
reinstate the controls, but ere 
was evidence that the resistance 


will be stiff. 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 


ne expected objections that would’ 


prevent floor consideration at 
least until July 4. Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, majority leader, 
spoke of a possibility that final 
action might be delayed two or 
three weeks by the Senate practice 
of unlimited debate.

4. Higher production costs due 
to production slowdowns and 
stoppages and to higher labor 
costs; 

5. A cost-plus pricing amend- 
ment which requires higher pro- 
duction costs to be translated 
immediately into higher prices. 

And all this at a time when 
the supply of goods is still far 
below the record demand. 

The formula would lead to dis- 
aster even if it could be as- 
sumed that price control could 
be administered in an orderly 
fashion, and that the Office of 
Price Administration would be 
able to build up a staff ade- 
quate to its new burdens, The 
fact is, however, that these as- 


sumptions are unreal, The OPA 


could not discharge the responsi- 
bilities which the Taft amend- 
ment and the other price-raising 
amendments would thrust upon 
it—either with its present staff 
or with any staff that it might 
conceivably recruit. 

Moreover, enforcement and 
compliance with price regtla- 
tions are dependent on the gen- 
eral stability of prices over con- 
siderable periods of time. Once 
prices were set in continuous 
upward motion compliance 
would deteriorate rapidly. Little 
hope could be held out for com- 
pliance with ceiling prices fixed 
under the Taft amendment. 


The reason for this is that the 
ceiling price of each individual 
manufacturer would depend upon 
the price which that particular 
manufacturer charged in the base 
period—usually Oct, 1-15, 1941. To 
this base period price each manu- 
facturer would be entitled to add 
a uniform increase factor repre- 
senting cost increases incurred by 
the industry generally since that 
time. 
Different Ceilings for All. 

Under this system, obviously, ev- 
ery manufacturer who had a dif- 
ferent price in the base period 
would have a different ceiling 
price now. Uniform ceiling prices 
would become impossible, except 
in those industries which charged 
uniform prices in the base period. 
Thus, most of OPA’s dollars-and- 
cents regulations, which are the 
most readily enforceable’ kind, 
would be wiped out. 

Proof of any ceiling price vio- 
lation would require proof of 
the price which the particular 
manufacturer charged during a 
two-week period five years ago. 
Every enforcement proceeding 
would thus become a time con- 
Suming and often futile his- 
torical investigation. 

In these circumstances, the 
formal structure of price and 
rent control which the bill re- 
tains would be wholly ineffec- 
tual to stem the tide of infla- 
tion which it would set in mo- 
tion, Unable to cope with the 
deluge of industry demands for 
higher ceilings under the new 
pricing formulas, and increas- 
ingly aware of the futility of its 
task, OPA’s administrative staff 
would disintegrate.

WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP). 
HE text of President Truman's 
T radio talk tonight on the 
OPA: 

My fellow countrymen: 

The crucial situation which 
confronts our country requires 
that I report to the people this 
evening. 

Today I returned to the Con- 
gress without my approval the 
extension of the price control law 
which it presented to me for my 
signature, 

I returned it with a long mes- 
sage stating my reasons. I hope 
that you will all read that mes- 
sage in your newspapers. 

I assure you, my fellow coun- 
trymen, that before I vetoed this 
bill I gave the subject long days 
and nights of consideration. I 
consulted with practically every 
top official in the Government. 
Either personally or through rep- 
resentatives I obtained the views 
of people in agriculture, industry 
and labor, as well as many 
others. 

You have all heard a great deal 
about inflation. Its seriousness 
cannot be overestimated. It 
would affect every individual in 
our country, Inflation. would 
cause an increase in the price of 
every article you buy. As prices 
soared with inflation, your money 
would buy fewer and fewer of 
the necessities of life. Your sav- 
ings, your insurance, your war 
bonds—all would decrease in 
value. 

For five years we have proved 
to this country and to the world 
that inflation can be prevented. 
Those of you who remember the 
first World War will recall the 
wild inflation and the collapse 
that followed, You will remem- 
ber how farmers were ruined, 
how business. men went bank- 
rupt, how wage earners suffered, 
This time we have succeeded in 
preventing such a calamity. We 
have done this largely through 

price control. It was not done 
by a miracle. It was done be- 
cause the American people had 
the wisdom and the courage and 
the restraint to know that they 
had to submit to restrictions and 
controls or be overcome by the 
force of inflation. We must con- 
tinue to prevent inflation. This is 
as important now and in the 
months to come as it was during 
the war. Time and again I have 
stated and restated this propo- 
sition. 

I wanted to sign a price con- 
trol bill, I gave this bill long and 
careful study. I came to the 
conclusion that the bill which 
the Congress sent me was no 
price contro] bill at all. It gave 
you no protection against high- 
er and higher prices. | 

Having reached that conclusion, 
I was faced with these alterna- 
tives: I could sign the bill on the 
plea which had been made to me 
that for the immediate present at 
least, it might be a little better 
than nothing. Or I could disap- 
prove the bill, and call upon the 
Congress to give the American 
people a real, workable, price con- 
tro] law. 

Mad Chase to Inflation. 

If I had taken the first course 
and signed the bill, I would have 
encouraged the false impression 
that you were going to be pro- 
tected for the next year against 
excessive price increases, But, 
sooner or later, all of you would 
have awakened to a bitter realiza- 
tion of the truth. You would 
have soon begun to see thousands 
and thousands of price increases, 
adding billions and billions of dol- 
lars to our cost of living.

War Powers Extension Forbids 
Its Use to Fix Price Ceilings 


OSSIBILITY that President Truman might attempt to use his 
war powers to prevent collapse of price control apparently was 
ruled out by the Senate June 21 when it adopted an amendment 
to the bill extending the President's authority. The amendment 
provides that nothing in the measure extending the Second War 
Powers Act for nine months shall be construed as authority for 


The Senate and House yesterday approved the extension 
which permits the Government to allocate and ration commodities. 
Both houses accepted a report of a Senate-House committee which 
adjusted differences in the legislation passed by the two bodies. 

The Second War Powers Act would have expired tomorrow. 
The President signed the extension bill tonight. He is believed 
to have canvassed his powers under the War Powers Act with 
Attorney General Tom C, Clark yesterday, but he announced no

You would have 
realized soon that the bill which 
had been passed and called a price 
control law was not price control 
at all. : 

What I have done is to call a 
spade a spade. I must now rely 
upon the American people and 
upon a patriotic and co-operative 
Congress to protect us all from 
the great pressures now upon us, 
leading us to disastrous inflation 
unless we have the means to re- 
sist them, 

I know how weary you all are 
of these restrictions and controls. 
I am also weary of them. I spend 
a good deal of my time listening 
to complaints. I know how eager 
every one of you is for the day

right away. 


But I could not persuade the 
Congress to act. Instead, just 
two days before the expiration 
of all price control this impos- 
sible bill was sent-to me. 


In my veto message to the Con- 
gress which I sent this morning, 
I discussed the various provisions 
of the bill. 

I do not have time this evening 
to comment on all the provisions 
of the bill. There are many ob- 
jections to it, but my most funda- 
mental objection is to the price 
raising amendment for manufac- 
turers which was introduced by 
Senator Taft. 

Price-raising Amendment. 

Under this amendment there 
would be thousands of needless 
price increases amounting to 
many billions of dollars. The Taft 
amendment provides that the 
manufacturer shall receive for 
each article the profit which he 
made on that article in 1941 and 
that he may add to the 1941 sell- 
ing price all increases in cost 
which have occurred since that 
time. In 1941 the manufacturer re- 
ceived a much greater profit out 
of each dollar of sales than at 
any time in the five preceding 
years or in any of the five follow- 
ing wartime years. In fact, profit 
margins in 1941 were 50 per cent 
greater than in the banner year 
1929. 

Volume of sales is much greater 
today than in 1941, so that manu- 
facturers would have received a 
bonanza. In addition, Senator 
Taft’s fellow Republicans, Sena- 
tor Wherry and Representative 
Crawford, put amendments into 
the bill which made sure that not 
only would the manufacturers’ 
price increases be borne by the 
public but that such increases 
would be pyramided by generous 
wholesalers’ and retailers’ mark- 
ups. 
As you sit in your homes this

exactly the same. The question 
is: What effect would this bill 
have had on you—the people of 
our country. 

I believe in the profit system 
and desire that profits should 
be ample to provide the incen- | 
tive for full production.

Immediate Price Rises, 


Are you a veteran planning to 
build a home for yourself and 
family? The Taft amendment 
would have added immediately a 
minimum of 20 per cent to the 
cost of your building materials. 
The program recently approved 
by the Congress to provide vet- 
erans’ housing at reasonable cost 
would have been complétely dis- 
rupted by this Taft amendment. 

Are you a housewife who has 
been waiting for years for that 
new washing machine or refrig- 
-¢rator? The Taft amendment 
would have made it cost one-third 
more right away. 

Are you faced with the respon- 
sibility of clothing your family? 
Under the Taft and other amend- 
ments the already high clothing 
prices would have been increased 
15 per cent right away. For 
clothing alone the American peo- 
ple would have paid at least three 
billion dollars more a year. 

Are you in a business in which 
you need to buy steel? The price 
of steel would have gone up under 
the Taft amendment between four 
and eight dollars per ton right 
away. 

Are you a farmer? Under this 
bill the price of farm machinery 
would have gone up 13 per cent 
right away. 

Those are only a few examples 
of the first round of increases the

In that reconsideration, let us 
see just where we stand today. 
Under the existing stabilization 
laws production has recovered 
remarkably from the shock of 
war's end. Output of civilian 
goods already surpasses the 1941 
level and employment exceeds 
that level by 6,000,000, This rec- 
ord has been achieved in spite 
of shortages of critical materials 
and parts and in spite of ex- 
tended work stoppages in basic 
industries. The major labor- 
management disputes are set- 
tled, and we are moving rapidly 
toward the realization of our 
postwar objectives of full pro- 
duction and full employment in 
a sound economy. 

There still are shortages, but 
they will be progressively wiped 
out in the months ahead if bus- 
iness and labor stick to their job 
of producing the most possible 
goods in the shortest possible 
time. This can happen only if 
business has assurance of rea- 
sonable stability in its costs and 
if labor Has assurance that its 
real wages will not be cut sharp- 
ly by rising living costs. 

We can look ahead to a steady 
easing of other inflationary 
forces. The efficiency of pro- 
duction is bound to increase and 
bring with it an upsurge in total 
output. If the stabilization laws

United States would gravely 
jeopardize our efforts to build 
the kind of international eco- 
nomic relations that will pro- 
vide a solid basis for world 
peace, The whole structure of 
international prices, currency 
values, and financial and trade. 
relations is still unsettled, Be- 
cause of our position and influ- 
ence in world trade and finance, 
inflation and collapse in this 
country would shake the entire 
world. 

In short, the most serious dif- 
ficulties of the transition from 
war to peace are already behind 
us if only we have the wisdom 
and fortitude to see to it that 
the forces of inflation, so long 
held in check, are not unleashed 
when victory is all but won. 

Therefore I call upon the Con- 
gress to act and act now by 
passing a bill which will give 
the nation adequate assurance 
of completing a successful tran- 
sition to a sound peacetime 
economy. Such a bill should 
contain the following provi- 
sions: 

First. The bill should provide 
for extension of the stabilization 
laws for a full year. 

Second, The bill should au- 
thorize the continuance of sta- 
bilization subsidies on a scale 
sufficient to avoid serious in- 
creases in food prices during 
the next six months and to per- 
mit the orderly termination of 
subsidies during the first half 
of 1947, In my judgment, an 
authorization for the expendi- 
ture of a billion and a quarter 
dollars during the year as a 
whole is the minimum necessary 
for these purposes. 

Third. The bill should lay 
down a congressional policy with 
respect to the termination of 
price controls and subsidies, I 
approve the provisions of para- 
graphs (A), (B) and (O) of the 
proposed new section 1A of the 
Price Control Act contained in 
„Sectlon 3 of the present bill. 
These provisions call for the 
orderly removal of all price con- 
trols and subsidies during the 
course of the coming year, with 
the exception only of those com- 
modities which, on or before 
April 1, 1947, the President finds 
to be still in critically short sup- 
ply and for which he asks and 
secures authority for continued 
control to be administered by 
some established department or 


agency of the Government other 


| 


than the Office of Price Admin- 
istration. 


I would not oppose the formu- 
lation of standards for the de- 
control of particular commodi- 
ties, as provided in H.R. 6042, 
or the establishment of an inde- 
pendent price decontrol board to 
review these applications—pro- 
vided that the standards were 
modified to make sure that, dur- 
ing the next crucial six months, 
ceilings do not have to be lifted 
where it is clear that serious 
price rises would result. The 
spelling out of detailed stand- 
ards and the establishment of 
new and complex administrative 
machinery, however, do not seem 
to me to be necessary. If the 
Congress lays down the declara- 
tion of decontrol policy con- 
tained in paragraph (B) of the 
proposed new section 1A, per- 
mitting administrative flexibility 
in its application, I give my per- 
sonal pledge that the policy will 
be carried out to the full in 
spirit as well as in letter. 


I ask the Congress, also, if it 
gives me responsibility for car- 
rying out a measure of the kind 
I am urging, to permit me to 
do this through a unified or 
effectively co-ordinated admin- 
istrative organization and not 
to ee me by legislating 
an unsound split of authority. 

Fourth, The adjustment of 
product prices to make possible 
the maximum total production 
is, of course, one of the funda- 
mental requisites of good price 
administration during this final 
transition period. I do not be- 
lieve that any change in the 
present law is necessary to as- 
sure that such adjustments are 
made, To put the matter be- 
yond doubt, however, I would 
not object to a provision which 
expressly requires the adjust- 
ment of price ceilings wherever 
this is necessary and would be 
effective to increase the total 
production of needed goods. 

The great majority of the 
American people want an effec- 
tive price control law. They are 
entitled to have it. Under such 
a law, we can win the war 
against inflation just as deci- 
sively as we won the war 
against the Axis.

WASHINGTON, June 29 (UP)— 
President Truman today approved 
a compromise bill extending the 
draft law until next March 31 
and then signed another measure 
to spur voluntary enlistments by 
increasing the pay of all members 
of the armed services. 


The draft extension law, replac- 
ing one which would expire to- 
morrow, bars the induction of 
fathers, 18-year-olds and most ex- 
service men. It technically makes 
all childless men in the 19 through 
44 age group subject to induction. 
However, the Army has indi- 
cated it intends to keep its upper 
age limit at 29 if inductions are 
renewed after August. Both the 
Army and Navy have declared a 
draft holiday during July and 
August and may extend it if vol- 
untary enlistments can fill man- 
power needs, 

It was to encourage those en- 
listments that the newly-approved 
pay-rise bill was passed by Con- 
gress. It would increase the pay 
of buck privates and apprentice 


seamen 50 per cent. Other in- 
creases range down to 10 pez cent 
for general officers. 

After the draft law was signed, 
the Army issued these regula- 
tions: 

By Sept. 30, all drafted en- 
listed men who are fathers or 
have accumulated 20 months’ 
service will be discharged. 

Beginning Oct. 1, all drafted 
enlisted men who will complete 
18 months service by Nov 30 
will be eligible for discharge and 
will be discharged by Nov. 30. 

After Nov. 30, all drafted en- 
listed men must be discharged 
by the last day of the month in 
which they complete 18 months 
service, 

The new law bars the re-induc- 
tion of men who served any period 
overseas or had six months of 
service in the United States after 
Sept. 6, 1940. 

It sets the top strength of the 
Army at 1,500,000 as of July 1, 
1946 and at 1.070,000 as of July 
1, 1947. 


| Immediate rent increases of 
about 20 per cent as a result of 
the ending of rent ceilings were 
predicted by two participants in 

a round-table discussion last 

night broadcast by the Post-Dis- 
patch Radio Station KSD. One of 
ithe two, William H. Bryan, head 
fof the St. Louis Office of Price 
| Administration, predicted that ad- 
ditional increases would bring 
rent levels here 60 per cent above 
those now in effect, within six 
months. 

The other, Dan Sheehan, vice 
president of the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange, said on the basis 
of increased costs landlords should 
be entitled to raise rents by 33% 
per cent.

Such action, he explained, 1s 
known’ as an unlawful detainer 
suit, Through such a suit a land- 
lord may gain possession of his 
property and evict the tenant 
without any reason at all, unless 
the tenant is protected by a lease, 
However, the action cannot be 
filed unless the landlord has given 
one month’s notice to the tenant 
in person; such a notice cannot 
ibe mailed, 

“T have no doubt that under 
many circumstances, juries would 
kind for the tenants, and they 
would not be evicted, if OPA goes 
out,” Moore said.

The downward course during 
most of June was accompanied by 
talk in Wall Street of the threat 
of a buyers’ strike and the possi- 
bility that figures on producers’ 
backlogs of orders were distorted 
by duplications.

SOLD AT 75¢ EACH 
IN PRO-OPA DRIVE 


Apples, small, pale green ones, 
were selling in St. Louis yester- 
day for 75 cents each—under au- 
spices of the American Veterans’

Monday after Senator Wherry 
(Rep.), Nebraska, backed by Sen- 
ator O’Daniel (Dem.), Texas, and 
others, turned down a plea for 
unanimous agreement even to 
permit introduction of a bill to 
extend OPA until July 20. 

In his veto message Truman 
said the answer to the situation 
now was for Congress immedi- 
ately to “pass a resolution con- 
tinuing present price and rent 
controls until the Congress can 
pass a workable bill.” 

Wherry said he could not con- 
sent because even that much of a 
concession “might hold out hope 
to the President” for eventual pas- 
sage. 

He stuck to that position in the 
face of an acknowledgement by 
Barkley that “it is not humanly 
possible that this bill could be 
enacted between now and Sunday 
midnight, and OPA will lapse 
anyway.” 

Chairman Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, of the Banking Committee 
planned to introduce the extender 
Monday. 

Situation in House. 

On the House side, the exten- 
sion resolution was introduced by 
Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the Banking Committee, 
but an objection from Represen- 
tative Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, 
blocked immediate action and 
sent it to committee. 

The Rules Committee cleared 
the Spence proposal for House ac- 
tion shortly after the Senate quit, 
but no independent House’ action 
could keep OPA going. Further- 
more, a two-thirds vote would be 
necessary to suspend the rules 
and pass the measure before it 
had lain over a day. Therefore it 
was agreed to postpone a vote 
until Monday when only a major- 
ity will be required for passage. 

The resolution went to the floor 
subject to amendment, and no- 
body would predict what it might 
look like afterward, 

Chairman Sabath (Dem.), IIli- 
nois, of the Rules Committee said 
in a radio address tonight he ex- 
pected the House to adopt the 
resolution Monday. 

Barkley told reporters shortly 
after the Senate adjourned that 
he thinks there is “very little 
chance” that the Senate will ap- 
prove any simple continuing reso- 
lution. 

“There is no way of telling what 
the bill will look like when it 
comes out of committee,” he said. 

Representative Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, predicted “a 
lost weekend of wild inflation.” 

However, Monroney, a leader in 
the fight for a strong OPA, told 
reporters he believed Congress by 
a continuation of OPA early next 
week could stop the flurry of 
price increases in time to prevent 
serious damage to the economic 
stabilization program. 

Truman’s Sharp Message. 

President Truman vetoed the 
Senate-House compromise bill in 
a sharply worded message that de- 
clared that, if enacted, the bill 
“would lead to disaster.” 

His veto message, read to 
the House, denounced the bill as 
Impossible“ and “a sure formula 


Bowles, who resigned last night 
ag economic stabilizer because of 
the situation, told reporters the 
veto “took as much courage as 
any action since I have been in 
Wars iington.“ 

It was against the advice of 
Barkley and other congressional 
leaders that Truman returned 
the bill to Congress less than 24 
hours afte’: he got it. 

He minced no words. He said 
he had been given no choice be- 
tween continued price stability 
and inflation, adding: 

“It is a choice between infla- 
tion with a statute and inflation 
without one, The bill continues 
the Government’s responsibility 
to stabilize the economy and at 
the same time it destroys the 
Government’s power to do so.” 

“The fact that inflation has 
already gutted. the economy of 
country after country all over 
the world should shake our com- 
fortable assurance that such a 
catastrophe cannot happen 
here,” the President warned. 

“Let us remember further that 
inflation and collapse in... 
this country would shake the 
entire world.” 

He condemned as “disastrous” 
and loaded with “bonanza formu- 
las” the bill Congress pieced to- 
gether from bits of Senate and 
House measures and sent to him 
last night. 

“It would provide us with no 
real safeguards at all,” the Pres- 
ident declared. “It would start 
prices and costs climbing and 
keep them climbing. It would 
start the value of the dollar fall- 
ing and keep it falling, Far from 
helping production it would re- 
tard it. In the end this bill. 
would lead to disaster.” 


Asks for New Bill, 


Although Congress had resound- 
ed with declarations that it was 
the vetoed bill or “nothing,” Tru- 
man asked it to go to work im- 
mediately on a substitute which 
would: 

Extend the stabilization laws 
a full year, 

Continue stabilization subsi- 
dies sufficiently to prevent seri- 
ous increases in food prices in 
the next six months and allow 
an orderly termination of sub- 
sidies in the first half of 1947. 
He said this would cost a mini- 
mum of $1,250,000,000, 

Lay down a congressional pol- 
icy on ending controls and sub- 
sidies, even including decontrols 
for specific commodities. 

Require expressly that price 
ceilings be changed wherever 
necessary to obtain total produc- 
tion of needed goods. 

Truman hammered hard at 
these points: 

1. His fundamental objection 
to the measure Congress worked 
out is to “numerous amend- 
ments which would raise the 
price, of essential cost-of-living 
commodities.” 

2. The most damaging amend- 
ment is a price-lifting plan for 
manufacturers sponsored by 
Senator Taft.

RULING SOUGHT ON STATE LAW

Attorney General J. E, Taylor 
has been asked to interpret state 
statutes relating to the disposition 
of state fees and expense money 
paid Sheriff John F. Dougherty 
for transporting prisoners to the 
penitentiary at Jefferson City, it 
was learned yesterday.

WAGE CONTROL 
FATE LINKED 10 
OPA PRICE RULES. 


Power Over Pay In- 
creases Would Be Out 
Without Other, Says 
Chairman of WSB. 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
— Without price controls, Govern- 
ment wage controls go out of the 
window, too, Chairman W. Wil- 
Hard Wirtz of the National Wage 
Stabilization Board said today. 
He told a reporter that existing 
pay controls have been tied to 
the OPA law and, without one, 
“all wage control is out com- 
pletely.” 

Early this year the Government 
told employers they could increase 
wages as they pleased, byt any 
wage rise—in order to be a factor 


that OPA would recognize in ar- 
ranging prices—must. have ap- 
proval of the Stabilization Board. 

“There is no doubt,” Wirtz said, 
“but that this requirement served 
as a check on both management 
and labor to keep wages within 
the standards established by the 
Wage Stabilization Board.” 

Under these standards postwar 
wage increases generally held te 
a pattern of 18% cents an hour, 
a figure established first in set- 
tlement of the steel strike early 
this year, 

Thereafter most of the major 
labor disputes, leading up to the 
strikes which stalled reconversion 
temporarily, were settled at com- 
parable pay increases. Since set- 
tlement of the maritime labor 
crisis two weeks ago the nation’s 
economy has seen more peace 
than at any time since the war 
ended. | 

Labor leaders have warned that 
another wave of strikes will break 
out to back up new demands for 
higher wages to match any rise 
in prices.

First Peacetime Celebra- 
tion in 5 Years—Public 
Offices, Most Firms to 


Be Closed. 


The long-standing custom of 
city residents spending the Fourth 
of July in the country and out-of- 
town visitors in the city—a cus- 
tom abandoned in the war 
years—will be revived Thursday 
when St. Louis celebrates the first 
peacetime Independence day in 
five years. 

Resumption of the holiday trav- 
el] habit, interrupted by wartime 
travel restrictions and gasoline 
and tire rationing, is expected to 
result in the greatest volume of 
highway traffic since the last pre- 
war “Fourth” in 1941. 

A general holiday will be in ef- 
fect with public offices, banks, 


and most business firms and in- 


dustrial plants closed for the day. 
The main post office and all 
branches will be closed, also, and 
only one mail collection will be 
made. Special delivery mail will 
be delivered, however. 

City parks, the zoo and various 
commercial enterprises are expect- 
ed to attract crowds of stay-at- 
home St. Louisans as well as visi- 
tors from out of town. Country 
spots, especially in the Ozarks, of- 
fering fishing, boating, swimming 
and picnicking facilities are pre- 
paring for throngs of city dwell- 
ers. ' 


Warning on Fireworks. 

A reminder that the anti-fire- 
works ordinance forbidding sale, 
display and discharge of fireworks 
within the city limits will be rigid- 
ly enforced was issued by Chief 
of Police James J. Mitchell Many 
suburbs have similar ordinances. 

Fireworks will not be entirely 
lacking, however, as displays have 
been ed by several organiza- 
tions. Largest will be the com- 
bined circus and fireworks display 
sponsored by the Moolah Temple 
at Public Schools Stadium, Kings- 
highway and St. Louis avenue, 
which will be given for four 
nights, starting tomorrow night. 

A warning that the holiday 
may be marred by traffic deaths 
approaching, if not exceeding the 

toll was stressed by Matt 
F. Morse, president of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri. 

“With traffic volumes above 
previous high marks and with 
Many cars on the road well past 
the usual service life, it is of the 
utmost importance that drivers 
take it easy and observe every 
safety precaution during the crit- 
feal holiday period,” Morse de- 
clared. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, in 
a special announcement, request- 
ed all St. Louisans “not to mar 
With tragedy this first peacetime 
‘celebration in five years.” He 
requested everyone to accept per- 
zonal responsibility for avoiding

Caution Urged by Safety Council. 

The Safety Council of Greater 
St. Louis also issued a plea for 
caution over the holiday. Edwin 

A president of the 
council, called attention to the fact 
that traffic accidents and drown- 
ings have replaced fireworks as 
the chief causes of injury and 
death. 


The Council listed several pre- 
cautions to be observed: Get the 
family automobile in safe mechan- 
ical shape; don't oversoad the ma- 
chine so that the driver is cramped 
or his vision obscured; in driving 
use extra precaution on strange 
roads, especially after dark; poor 
swimmers stay out of deep wa- 
ter; don’t go in the water when 
overheated, tired or within an 
hour after eating. 

Don't overload small boats or 
change seats away from shore; 
hikers should walk on the shoul- 
der of the road facing oncoming 
traffic; at night, hikers should car- 
ry a light or wear light colored 
clothing; don’t try to get a sea- 
son's tan in a few hours as pain- 
ful or fatal burns may result; 
treat cuts and insect bites imme- 
diately; look out for pojson ivy. 

Be careful of drinking water;

Atomic Bombs’ Havoc Described in U. 


S. Reports 


Continued From Page One. 


bombs so that it will not be 
decisive and enable American 
forces to get into action.. 

The bombing survey said that 
the overwhelming bulk of the 
buildings in American cities could 
not stand up against an atomic 
bomb bursting a mile or a mile 
and a half away. 

Urges “U ess.“ 

Urging an unrelaxing readi- 
ness,” the survey report recom- 

mended: 

The “dispersal, concealment, 
protection and constant readi- 
ness“ of all military forces, 30 
that no single blow or series of 
blows can cripple the ability of 
the military to fight back. 

Shelters to protect the popula- 
tion against blast, gamma radi- 
ation and flash burns—the main 
causes of death and injury, in 
atomic warfare. 

Stronger buildings, a national 
civilian defense, adequate re- 
serves of critical equipment and 
supplies, the scattering of indus- 
trial and medical facilities, and 
already-prepared plans to evacu- 
ate cities. 

In spite of its awesome power, 

the civilian report said, the atom- 
ic bomb “has limits of which wise 
planning will take prompt ad- 
vantage.” 
The report cited the fact that 
some concrete and steel shells 
survived near the centers of the 
atomic blasts, and that 400 per- 
sons were saved in a shelter in 
Nagasaki. 

“Without question,” the report 
stated, “shelters can protect those 
who get to them against anything 
but a direct hit.” 

Declaring that there is no 
more forceful argument for 
peace than the sight of the dev- 
astation of Hiroshima and Nag- 
asaki, the bombing survey said 
the United States, as the devel- 
oper and exploiter of the atomic 
bomb, “has a responsibility to 
lead in establishing and imple- 
menting the international guar- 
antees and controls which will 
prevent its future use.” 

The survey's investigations con- 

firmed that the atomic bombs 
were vital factors in bringing the 
war to an end, reinforcing de- 
mands of a “peace group” for 
surrender and enabling the gov- 
ernment to say that no army with- 
out the atomic bomb could resist 
an enemy who had it. 
The report said that the Japa- 
nese, in the atomic bomb, “found 
the opportunity they had been 
seeking, to break the existing 
deadlock within the government 
over acceptance of the Potsdam 
terms.” 

(The Associated Press pointed 
out that the Army report said 
the approximate date for the 
first atomic bomb blast was 
picked in the fall of 1942. The 
targets were selected with these 
factors in mind: Range of air- 
craft, desirability of visual

jof the 


weather conditions, 
nearness of secondary targets— 
Nagasaki was a secondary ob- 
jective—military effect on the 
Japanese people and the short- 
ening of the war, and morale 
effect on the enemy.) 
Destructiveness Stressed. 


Both the D’Olier report and that 
Manhattan District pre- 
pared under the direction of Maj. 
Gen, Leslie E. Groves, emphasized 
the extensive field of destructive- 
ness of the atomic bomb as com- 
pared with ordinary explosives 
and the unprecedented casualties 
from. the combination of heat 
blast and gamma rays from the 
chain reaction. 

The Army’s report said detailed 
studies had shown that the gen- 
eral effect of the atomic bomb 
was equivalent to an explosion of 
20,000 tons of TNT. 

The strategic bombing survey, 
however, conservatively figured 
that the charges in 2100 tons of 
incendiary, high explosive and 
anti - personnel frag mentation 
bombs would have caused the 
same result at Hiroshima, and 
that would make allowance for 
the usual percentage of bombs 
falling outside the target area, It 
figured 2700 tons at Nagasaki 
would do the same amount of 
damage. 

The size of the atomic blast, 
as well as its force, enters into 
the destructive power of the 
bomb, the report asserted. With- 
in a narrow radius, it reported, 
ai. ordinary 100-pound bomb ac- 
tually exerts a higher pressure 
from its blast than did the atom 
bomb anywhere in either Hiro- 

or Nagasaki. 

Yet the atom bomb’s area of 
effectiveness against brick build- 
ings was listed at 15,000 times 
that of a 500-pounder. 

The two reports also disagreed 
on the number of casualties in the 
two cities. 

The Army report said Hiro- 
shima suffered 135,000 casual- 
ties, or more than 50 per cent of 
the population, including 66,000 
dead. The D’Olier report esti- 
mated the Hiroshima dead at 
between 70,000 and 80,000, with 
an equal number injured. 

The Army report said Naga- 
saki, a city of 195,000, suffered 
64,000 casualties, of which 39,000 
were deaths, The D’Olier report 
estimated the Nagasaki dead at 
more than 35,000, with more 
than that number injured. 

The D’Olier report estimated 
that 15 to 20 per cent of the 
deaths were caused by gamma 
radiation, 20 to 30 per cent by 
flash burns, and 50 to 60 per 
cent by falling debris and other 
injuries. 

The Army said 60 per cent of 
the deaths in Hiroshima were 
due to burns, 80 per cent to 
falling debris and 10 per cent to 
other causes. For Nagasaki it 
put the figures at 80 per cent 


for burns, 8 for debris, 6 for fly- 
ing glass and 6 per cent for oth- 
er causes. 

The civilian report said the seri- 
ousness of radiation effects could 
be measured by the fact that 95 
per cent of the traced survivors of 
the immediate explosion at Hiro- 
shima, who were within 3000 feet, 
suffered radiation diseases. 


Effect of Radiation. 


The belief was expressed that 
if the effects of blast and fire 
had been entirely absent from the 
bombihg, the number of deaths 
among people within one-half 
mile from the point of explosion 
would have been almost as great 
as the actual figures because of 
radiation, although some would 
have lingered for three or four 
weeks. 


The heat released by the ex- 
plosion—millions of degrees at 
the center and from 3000 to 
9000 degrees on the edge of the 
blast area—started fires within 
10,000 feet and was felt by per- 
sons on their skin as far away 
as 24,000 feet. 

The report said that burns of 
unprotected skin occurred as far 
away as 13,000 feet, serious or 
third-degree burns were suf- 
fered by those directly exposed 
within 4500 feet, and in the im- 
mediate. vicinity, the heat 
charred corpses beyond recog- 
nition. | 

It was discovered that clothing, 
especially light colored fabrics, as 

well as buildings, furnished con- 
siderable protection against the 


| flash. 


Radiation—free neutrons and 
gamma rays—proved lethal up to 
an average radius of 3000 feet, 
caused loss of hair up to 7500 
feet and mild effects within two 
miles. 

Both the D’Olier and Army 
reports agreed that there was 
no harmful amount of per- 
sistent radio-activity after the 
explosions as the Japanese had 
charged at the time. 


In Hiroshima, almost every- 
thing up to about a mile from the 
scene of the explosion was com- 
pletely destroyed, except for re- 
inforced concrete buildings, whose 
interiors were wrecked. Of Hiro- 
shima’s 90,000 buildings, the Army 
said more than 60,000 were de- 
stroyed or damaged. 

At Nagasaki, some buildings 
were protected from the blast by 
intervening hills, but wood-frame 
industrial and commercial build- 
ings of inferior construction were 
damaged within 9.9 miles. 


Congested Centers Smashed, 


Suggesting the old formula of 
not putting all the eggs in one 
basket, the civilian report noted 
that industries on the edges of 
both Nagasaki and Hiroshima suf- 
fered small damage whereas med- 
ica] facilities concentrated in the 
center of the towns were prac- 
tically wiped out. 


The survival of sheltered sec- 


birth to apparently normal chil- 


tions of Nagasaki was an indi- 
cation of the use that can be 
made of irregular terrain, the re- 
port said, 

Although there is reason to 
hope for better protective wea- 
pons and techniques, the survey 
reported there can be no perfect 
protection against the atomic 
weapon. Therefore, the mission 
of defense, it asserted, is “to 
prevent the surprise use of the 
atomic bomb from being deci- 
sive. 

Describing the effect of radia- 
tion on persons near the center 
of explosion, the civilian report 
said they became ill within two 

or three days, and died within a 
week. Autopsies showed remark- 
able changes in the blood picture 
—almost complete absence of 
white blood cells, and deteriora- 
tion of bone marrow, with acute 
inflammation of the e 
membrane of the throat, lungs, 
stomach and intestines. 

Symptoms in other cases, where 
the patients survived, included 
loss of hair, inflammation and 
gangrene of the gums, inflamma- 
tion of the mouth and pharnyx, 
ulceration of the lower gastro- 
intestinal tract, small livid spots 
resulting from the escape of blood 
from the tissues of the skin or 
mucuous membrane, and hemor- 
rhages of gums, nose and skin. 

The D’Olier report said that ra- 
diation also “clearly affected re- 
production, though the extent has 
not been determined.” Of women 
in various stages of pregnancy 
who were within 3000 feet of the 
explosion, all known cases have 
had miscarriages. 

Even up to 6500 feet they had 
miscarriages or premature infants 
who died shortly after birth, and 
in the group between 6500 and 10,- 
feet, about one-third gave 


dren. The report said that two 
months after the explosion, Hiro- 
shima’s total incidence of miscar- 
riages, abortions and premature 
births was 27 per cent as com- 
pared with a normal rate of 6 
per cent, 
Lessons on Building. 

The survey report concluded 
that the evidence from Japan 
shows “it is possible without ex- 
cessive expense to erect buildings 
which will satisfactorily protect 
their contents at distances of 
about 2000 feet or more from a 
bomb of the types so far em- 
ployed.” 

These buildings would diminish 
the damage, it contended, from 
even more powerful bombs or 
near-misses. The extra cost was 
estimated at 10 to 15 per cent. 

The report said damage could 
be reduced by eliminating com- 
bustible materials, using partitiong 
of masonry, and avoiding use of 
glass, tile, or lath and plaster on 
wood, 

The civilians cautioned against

explosion probably will be those 
aboard the Mt. McKinley, some 
eight miles from the point of blast.

SGIENTIST WARNS 
THAT ATOM BOMB 
MAY BE A TIZZLE 


However, Probability Is 
Small, Says Dr. Karl 
Compton—Even a Dud 
Could Make Big Boom.

KWAJALEIN, June 29 {(AP)— 
A warning to the public that the 
atomic bomb to be dropped at 
Bikini lagoon might be a “fizzle” 
was voiced by an eminent scientist 
today as military men, scientists 
and other observers scanned the 
skies over the Marshalls for some 
hint of Monday’s weather. 

The warning came from Dr. 
Karl Compton, chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff evaluation 
board, 

“My scientific colleagues,” he 
told a press conference, “say that 
even if we had a number of 
bombs, alike physically, each 
would vary from a fizzle to max- 
imum efficiency. 

“There is a certain probability 
—though small—that this bomb 
might fizzle. I am anxious that 
this be realized so the public will 
not think we are alibiing if we 
get poor results,” 
Dr. Compton, president of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, is a brother of Dr. Arthur 
H. Compton, chancellor of Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, like- 
wise a leader in atomic research. 
Bradley Dewey, president of the 
American Chemical. Society and 
a member of the evaluation board, 
observed that if the bomb were 
a dud it “might not be recognized 
as such until we get efficiency

If the bomb does mushroom, 20 
white mice will be flown into the 
interior of that great, colorful 
plume. 

Dr. Harold Batchelor of Freder- 
ick, Md., biologist and bacteriolo- 
gist for the Chemical Warfare 
Service, arrived at Eniwetok to- 
day with the mice.

BRITISH TOLD ATOM 
BOMB WOULD KILL 
OR INJURE 100,000 


Mission After Seeing Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki Forecasts 
Effects on English City. 


LONDON, June 29 (AP)—One 
hundred thousand persons would 
be killed or injured, and 300,000 
others would be rendered home- 
less by the explosion of one atomic 
bomb over a large British city, a 
British mission reported today. 

Summarizing damage and death 
caused by the American atomic 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, the mission put its 
findings into a somber calculation 
of equivalent damage if the same 
type of weapon were used against 
the United Kingdom. 

It estimated: 50,000 persons 
would be killed instantly or die 
from internal injuries within 
eight weeks; another 50,000 would 
require extended hospital treat- 
ment; 100,000 non-casualties would 
be homeless permanently, or for 
the months required to carry out 
major repairs; 200,000 would be 
temporarily homeless pending 
lesser repairs. 

Effect of the blast, said the re- 
port, would be equivalent to a 
bomb twice the size of Britain’s 
biggest, the six-ton blockbuster, 
exploding above a model town 
built to the scale of Gulliver’s 
Lilliput, one-inch-to-the-foot. 

Only reinforced concrete and 
steel-frame buildings appear ‘to 
offer very much resistance, the 
report said, and such construction 
“therefore should be advocated for 
all public and semi-public build- 
ings.”

BOYS’ COTTON CREPE 
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Record of State Legislature Good 
Despite Weaknesses by Omission; 


Few Laws Will Have to Be Undone 


Betts Says Accomplishments Are Unex- 
celled by Previous Assemblies—Failed in 
Provincial Approach to Many Problems 
Offering Chance for Public Service.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29 — 
Despite its many weaknesses, the 
1945 Missouri Legislature, which 
ended an 18month session last 
night, established a record for ac- 
complishment unexcelled by any 
previous Legislature. 

It enacted more good legislation 
and ag bad legislation than any 
of redecessors. It failed 
E. in its provincial ap- 
proach 1 a number of subjects 
which a really progressive legisia- 
tive group would have considered 
to offer an opportunity for highly 
meritorious public service, 

Its sins, however,. were sins of 
omission, and those things it 
failed to do can be done by future 
Legislatures, 
will need to be undone, 

In the closing hours of the ses- 
sion, the Senate smirched its good 
record, which at times had ap- 
proached real statesmanship, by 
a particularly silly exhibition of 
littleness arid political rapacity. 
It voted a personal secretary at 
public expense for the private 
work of each Senator willing — 
stulify himself by certifying he 
needed the secretary for official 
service, These secretaries are to 
be put on the payroll for a six- 
month period in which there will 
be little if any legislative work, 
and it will cost the state about 
$40,000. 

House Relief Record. 

The House likewise blackened a 
generally good record by arbitrar- 
ily refusing to provide more than 
starvation relief funds for the 
indigent unemployable persons in 
the state. 

It stood adamant against pro- 
viding more than 05 per cent of 
the amount the Social Security 
Commission had reported as the 
minimum required, holding the 
allotment for their purpose to 
$3,750,000. 

When it convened, the Legisla- 
ture vas confronted with the 
enormous job of changing the old 
laws of the state to conform to 
the requirements of the new Con- 
stitution. After much flounder- 
ing, it finally did this job in a 
workmanlike way, completely re- 
Organizing the executive depart- 
ments of the state, and enacting 
several hundred laws to make the 

ulred changes, 

t may be expected that by trial 
and error it will be found that in 
setting — the new departments 
there will develop conditions 
which could not be foreseen and 
that man 
be amended by future Legisla- 
tures, but when it finally got 
down to work, the Legislature 
made an honest effort to handle 
the executive reorganization in a 
manner to set up efficiently func- 
tioning bureaus. 

Patronage. 

This bein 


years that both branches of the 
Legislature had been controlled 
by the Republicans, it probably 
was but natural that they should 
attempt to take political advan- 
* of the fact to gain party 
patronage advantages. 

Recognizing that with a Demo- 
cratic vernor, who could veto 
any bill they passed, the Repub- 
licans could not expect to take 
over all state patronage, they 
started out to attempt to enforce 
an equal political division of pat- 
ronage. 

They even advanced the absurd 
proposal for a political bi-partisan

From. indications early in the 
session that there would be much 
political sniping at Gov. Donnelly, 
there was a gradual waning of pet- 
ty politics and the windup of the 
session found the Senate voting 
confirmation of every one of the 
Governor’s appointees, On the 
whole the relations between the 
Governor and the Legislators have 
been friendly, at least there has 
been no open antagonism in the 
last few months. 

There have been some mountings 
over some of the Governor's ve- 
toes, but the only attempt to pass 
a bill over his veto was in the 
case of the Quinn bill, which would 
have wrecked the State Highway 
Department, It was passed over 
the veto in the Senate, but owing 
to a shortage of attendance in the 
House for the last four or five 
months, the sponsors of the move- 
ment realized they could not ob- 
tain the required 100 votes and 
did not bring up the bill. 

Falzone Case Reviewed.

Brown said he had driven into 
this lane twice prior to March 13, 
once when he wished to turn his 
car around, and once to throw 
away a dog's body.

at 313 Fillmore street. 

The Rasters delayed a vacation 
trip to visit friends at Belleview, 
Mo., in order to put up the Bartel. 
mes for the night, rs. Raster 
told a reporter she was struck by 
the fact that each family in- 
cluded a daughter named Shirley 


Found in Park. 

Raster, who is on a two-week 
vacation from his job as a ma- 
chine helper at the Gaylord Con- 
tainer Corp., found the Bartel- 
mes in the park Friday. 

“Can you put up all of us,” Mrs. 
Bartelme asked when Raster of- 
fered to take them to the Raster 
home. 

“We wouldn't break up your 
family for anything,” he replied. 

Sleeping accommodations in the 
small house were provided for all 
18 persons by moving the three 
oldest Raster children to living 
room couches and putting four 
children in each of two double 
beds upstairs. 

Robert, 15 years old; Rosemarie, 
18, and Shirley Mae, 10, slept on 
the couches. The other three Ras-

Thursday night, following 
their eviction, arrangements were 
made, after the family had decid- 
ed to live in the park, to have 
the children sleep with a former 
neighbor, and Mr. and Mrs. Bar- 
telme registered at a hotel. 

Feeling nervous about the well- 
being of their children, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bartelme, who had retired, 
arose about 9 p.m. and found the 
children crying on the sidewalk 
in front of the neighbor’s home.

An- 
other neighbor then took in the 
Bartelmes for the night, and Fri- 
day morning the whole family 
moved back to the park again, 
where they were found by Raster.

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Midwest Is Like Rus Russia 
In Geography and Outlook, 
Says New Book on Region 


Graham Hutton, English Author, Describes 
“Great Inland Empire” as Most Favored 
Section of Most Favored Nation on Which 
Many Eyes Are Anxiously Fixed.

HE Midwest, an area including the states of Missouri, Illinois, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, Indiana and Ohio—and a 
om state of mind that is compounded of a unique set of contra- 
dictions and an insular outlook—is described with fond candor by 
an Englishman, Graham Hutton, in his new book, “Midwest at Noon,” 
published by the University of Chicago Press. f 


By an insular outlook, Hutton, 
who spent five years traveling 
around the Midwest as an official 
under the British Ministry of In- 
formation, does not mean isola- 
tionism. “This Midwest insula- 
tion has been wrongly but widely 
confused, by foreigners and Amer- 
ans alike, with isolationism,” 
says Hutton. “The Midwest has, 
again wrongly in my judgment, 
been described as the most isola- 
tionist region of America. 

“At a given moment in the past 
it may have been... (but) a 
atudy of all kinds of polls of pub- 
lic opinion during the past decade 
_ ghows practically no difference be- 

tween the Midwest and the East 
on such questions as joining the 
League of Nations, voluntarily en- 
tering the second World War, the 
repeal of the ‘arms embargo,’ lend- 
lease, the arming of the American 
ships before the attack on Pearl 
Harbor and many other crucial 
issues of American foreign policy.” 


Vigorous and Youthful. 


On the other hand, he says, the 
Midwest is a great inland empire 
comparable only to central Russia, 
geographically and to a large ex- 
‘tent in outlook. “During and after 

i phase of the second 

War many Midwesterners 

annoyed and made more 
_ than a little fearful by Russian 

which, upon close 

examination, appear very like 
gome Midwest characteristics. 
or example, Russian insulari- 
ty; Russian claims to the su- 
periority of their own methods, 
institutions, and myths; their 
claims to have won, or donò most 
in the war; their playing up of 
their home team and playing down 
of the other fellow’s; distrust of 
foreigners; ignorance of the out- 
side world; emphasis upon mate- 
rial things and bigness; unwilling- 
mess to agree on the meanings of 
certain basic ideas; a great sensi- 
tiveness to anything that looks 
like criticism by foreigners; a 
great readiness to criticize for- 
eigners. All these are the hall- 
marks not of isolationism but of 
the insulation of a vigorous and 
‘youthful people.” 
More annoying to Hutton than 
all this, however, is the youthful 
assumption in the Midwest, par- 
ticularly strong among liberals, 
“that all of the world’s problems 
are simple, capable of solution by 
‘Yhe application of clear moral 
judgment values. This “oversimpli- 
fied self-confidence” fails to apply 
the same moral values to solutions 
of American problems, but it is 
not hypocrisy; it is a Russian, and 
at the same time a Victorian Brit- 
4sh view, Hutton says. 
Infinitely Diverse. 
The naive self-confidence of the 
Victorian British ended in frustra- 
tion and disillusionment. Will mid- 
western American liberalism suf- 
fer the same fate? 

Hutton does not answer this 
question with any finality, but he 
believes in the hardihood of the 
Midwest, in its capacity to learn 
and to grow and in its destiny. 
“Humanity, the world of men and 
their nations, is infinitely diverse. 
So is the Midwest, which is a mi- 
crocosm. What the Midwest took 
from other Americans and from 
all Europeans, it can give back, 
in. our day or in that of ou: chil- 
@ren and children's children. 
changed by its own alchemy into 
something immeasurably and rec- 
ognizably greater.” 

This statement, however, ex- 
hausts neither what, in Hutton's 
opinion, is right about the Mid- 
west nor what he thinks is wrong 
about it. He has done a careful 
plece of writing, comparable to 

„ the earlier observations by De 
Tocqueville and Lord Bryce, but 
having the more complete data of 
the census reports, public opinion 
polls and other sources at his 


disposal. 
Despite the modesty of his 


tious one, to correct what he feels 
are widespread misunderstandings 
about the Midwest, and to inter- 
pret the mood and movement of a 
region. His approach, however, is 
conversational rather than aca- 
demic. Hutton’s own chapter head- 
ings suggest the tone of the book. 
His first chapter is: 

“A COUNTRY OF EXTREMES” 
—The aggressiveness of Midwest- 
erners, their nervous, ceaseless ac- 
tivity is like the weather in the 
Midwest, changeable and extreme. 
The weather ages men and women 
early; their efforts to live in an 
unfriendly climate have made 
Midwesterners more keen on me- 
chanical aids to living—and their 
climate has given them chronic 
sinus trouble. Pioneer Midwest- 
ern life, he points out, was hard 
on women and children; they be- 
came precious to their men, and 
today this “goes far to account 
for the singularly high indulgence 
accorded to women and children 
throughout the Midwest.” 

Hutton says, however, that the 
very fact that Midwesterners can 
work out much of their aggres- 
siveness on the weather makes 
them largely pacifist in their views 
toward international relations, 
Midwestern males can prove their 
vitality simply by surviving in 
such a climate; they do not have 
to prove it by fighting wars. 


Influence of Immigrants. 


“FRONTIER INFLUENCE”"— 
Hutton does not reject the Turner 
thesis concerning the influence of 
the frontier on American life, but 
he believes it must be equated with 
the influence of the immigrants 
who came after the frontier was 
closed. Americans from the East 
came to the Midwest frontier and 
cut themselves off, psychologically 
as well as physically, from the 
East, from the Federal govern- 
ment, and most of all, from Eu- 
rope. They developed fierce equal- 
itarian notions, and a practical 
materialism. 

Politics and the railroads, how- 

ever, soon altered the natural 
orientation of the Midwest along 
her rivers toward the South, and 
the ties between the Midwest and 
the East began to grow. At first 
this meant that the New England 
influence was to be superimposed 
on the Southern influence; later, 
it meant that European immi- 
grants would flock to the Mid- 
west. The old Midwest is still to 
be found, Anglo-Saxons mainly on 
the farms and in the small towns; 
but the new Midwest is in the 
cities, and its names are Polish, 
Jewish, Italian and German as 
well as English, Scottish and 
Irish. 
“UNCONSIDERED EARTH"— 
Better than most American city 
dwellers Hutton has seen the 
beauty of the rural Midwest, and 
the virtue of the men and women 
who farm the land. “The Mid- 
west farmer knows he is your 
equal. He does not shout it in 
your ear and blazon it upon his 
forehead. He takes it for granted 
but quietly.” From there, how- 
ever, he comes very close to ideal- 
ization of the agrarian Midwest. 
The leisurely living pace, original 
thinking and honest open-minded- 
ness of midwestern fafmers are 
emphasized- 


Predominantly Urban. 


“THE CITIES RISE”—By use 
of census figures, Hutton shows 
that the Midwest has changed 
from a predominently rural region 
to a predominently urban one, in 
an astonishingly short space of 
time. Cities have grown rapidly 
and with unplanned squalor, amid 
graft and conflict. He names the 
cities and describes them. 

“St. Louis is a city set apart in 
the Midwest; in the region, yet 
not entirely of it; French in or- 
igin; German in settlement and 
development . still largely 
southern in outlook; drawn to the 
North and East by rail traffic;

ä ATLANTA, June 29. 
HERE’S something new under the sun 
T in Dixie. 

Unionism is flexing its muscles. No 
longer are unions struggling for precarious 
existence in the industrial fringes of the 
southland. They have taken the offense in 
a major postwar economic battle. Nor is 
the cry from the battlefield merely from 
the ancient adversaries of capital and laBor. 

Unions are pitted against one another. So 
strong have they become, in a region in 
which they once were virtually outlawed, 
that they can carry on a minor civil war 
at the same time they are challenging the 
employers. The competition for new mem- 
bers, centered in certain basic industries, 
will rage within the next few months from 
the roaring steel mills of Birmingham to 
the isolated textile plants in cross-roads 
towns, 


Efforts Supported 
By Full Union Strength. 


The recently launched southern organiza- 
tion drives of the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganization are picking up speed. They are 
backed by the full strength of their respec- 
tive organizations. The AFL is striving for 
a million new members within a year. The 
CIO, the first union to make a substantial 
invasion of southern mass industries, has 
raised a $1,250,000 war chest. It is out 
for all the members it can get. 

Basically, organized labor, regardless of 
its label, is trying to keep war time gains 
as its labor standards. It is anxious to recoup 
postwar losses occasioned by the closing of 
many war plants. It is determined to bring 
about increased mass purchasing power, It 
is fighting to eliminate wage differentials 
between northern and southern industry. 
It recognizes the urgency of obtaining the 
same contracts for southern workers as have 
been gained by brother members of the same 
unions in similar industries in the north. 
Wage differentials have progressively nar- 
rowed. within the past five years, although 
general scales still are lower in the South. 
With the adjustment of freight rate in- 
equalities, now in process of equalization, 
it is anticipated that the gap will become 
narrower. In certain inter-state industries, 
as represented by the auto workers and non- 
operating railroad employes, wages are the 
same. Labor consistently is negotiating con- 
tracts calling for minimum wage scales 
which a decade ago would have been re- 
garded in the South as fabulous maximums. 

The current organizing drives, centered 
in the relatively unorganized and low-paid 
fields of textiles, chemicals, oil and the 
South’s fast growing pulp and lumber indus- 
tries, are bound to have other far reaching 
repercussions. With the inevitability of ex- 
pansion of already developing changes in 
the South’s economy, social and political 
changes seem unavoidable. 


Dual Unionism May 
Be Affected by Fight. 


This city has become headquarters for the 
rival campaigns. Already it is experienc- 
ing the effects of basic campaign strategies 
which may turn the ranks of southern labor 
against one another and so play eventually 
into the hands of the employers. There are 
those on both sides who believe that dual 
unionism south of the Mason and Dixon line 
may not survive the test. } 

The primary AFL strategy, it has become 
clear, is to divide and conquer. By raising 
the issue of Communistic official control of 
certain CIO unions, such as the maritime 
workers, headed by Harry Bridges, it hopes 
to induce some of the CIO unions, especially 
in autos, steel, and textiles to return to the 
parent organization. 

In branding the political activities of the 
PAC as “communist inspired,” it makes a 
bid for the sympathy*of employers. It is a 


fundamental part of the AFL plan to estab- 


lish a resistance movement among employ- 
ers to the CIO. 

CIO strategy on the other hand is pri- 
marily a basic appeal to the mass of unor- 
ganized workers. It is backed by an alert, 
well-organized publicity campaign which de- 
tails the progress of the CIO in the South

might mean to the wage earners and the 
region as a whole. Once the workers are 
won over, an official pointed out, employers 
will be compelled to recognize those organ- 
ized under the CIO banner. 

The PAC, officially distinct from the 
CIO’s labor activities, follows in its wake. 
It works for what it deems progressive legis- 
lation and backs candidates who come near- 
est to supporting its objectives. It encour- 
ages the abolition of the poll tax, the regis- 
tration of workers, and protection of the 
right of the Negro to vote. Its activities— 
some of them anathema even to many 
southern workers—have not been curbed by 
attacks nor do the over-all strategists of 
the CIO appear to consider them harmful 
to the success of the drive as a whole. 


Leaders’: Statements 
Show. Divergent Tactics. 


The sharply divergent tactics of the rival 
campaigns are exemplified by recent state- 
ments by William Green, president of the 
AFL, and Philip Murray, head of the CIO. 

Green told the recently southern organi- 
zational meeting of the AFL at Asheville, 
N. C., that it was launching a crusade to 
organize the unorganized and to benefit 
both industry and labor through increased 
purchasing power. 

But he also said: ‘“‘Let me give southern 
industry this warning—grow and co-operate 
with us or fight for your life against Com- 
munistic fore es.“ 

To southern workers he gave assurance 
that in joining the AFL they would pro- 
mote their interests and run your own af- 
fairs.“ 

To the politically-conscious South at large, 
Green said that the AFL didn't propose to 
achieve its objectives through political 
purges. He added that it maintained with- 
in itself the principle of State’s rights. 

Murray, in a series of recent addresses 
before the CIO auto, textile and steelwork- 
ers conventions, said that the CIO southern 
campaign was actuated by the same organi- 
zational motives inspiring its invasion of 
the north 10 years ago. Conduct of the 
southern campaign would be about the same, 
he added, 

The CIO president, however, told the auto 
workers that the CIO would seek to remedy 
such conditions as the poll tax, low wages, 


and inability of the poorer wage earner to 
vote by going into the South and carrying

the message of America to the people down 
there.” He later predicted that the Green 
“resistance motsment among employers” 
would fail. Murray observed to the steel- 
workers that a by-product of the CIO drive 
would be the “economic emancipation of the 
colored folks of the South” and political 
“Bilbos, Rankins and 
Coxes.“ 

Already professional politicians — includ- 
ing Eugene Talmadge, former Governor of 
Georgia who is attempting a political come- 
back on a platform of “white supremacy’’— 
have exploited such expressions. They are 
seeking to use the AFL-CIO campaigns as 
political footballs, 

The Southern States Industrial Council, 
composed primarily of textile operators and 
manufacturers, has virtually declared war 
on the CIO which it describes as The Kiss 
of Death” and has sought an extra $75,000 
to finance its campaign. An anti-union 
“vigilance committee’’ has been formed in 
Arkansas by the recently organized Vet- 
eran's Industrial Association. The Ku Klux 
Klan is attempting a revival. An era of 
bitterness, akin to that experienced during 
reconstruction days, appears to have set in. 


Unionism as Such 
Already in the South. 


Impartial observers have expressed the 
hope that in the end common sense will pre- 
vail and that a minimum of friction will be 
engendered. It has been pointed out that 
unionism, as such, has become firmly es- 
tablished in the South; that southern em- 
ployers now are primarily on the defensive. 
Many recognize unionism as inevitable with 
industrial development. Even those who 
oppose it, especially in tle conservative, 
rural areas, are disposed to attempt to dam 
its. progress rather than to try to destroy 
the gains it has made in other localities. 

In many cases the rank and file of union 
members have become integrated parts of 
communities which once looked askance 
upon labor organization. Cries of Com- 
munism’’ may fall often upon deaf ears 
among those who are neighbors to union 
members. Merchants, once inclined to be 
inimical to unions, are showing an interest 
in the increased payrolls they usually bring. 
Southern chambers of commerce, which 
often advertised low wages“ as a bait to 
industry, have changed their tactics. 

But the path of unionism in the South 
still is far from smooth. Much of the area, 
particularly in the lumber, oil, and cotton 
mill towns, remains to be organized. Or- 
ganizers still are beaten up and sometimes 
by “the law.” Racial antagonisms, fanned 
by politicians, and kept alive by differing 
union policies, contribute to a tension which 
is increasing as the two great labor organi- 
zations get into the thick of the battle. 

Back of the battle lines lie years of plug- 
ging. Unionism in the South has come up 
the hard way. Only in the last decade, 
aided by the impetus of Federal legislation 
and the exigencies of war, has it advanced 
with marked, indeed, spectacular, rapidity. 
Its basis rests on the craft unions of the 
AFL, established in southern cities 65 years 
ago. They blazed the trail. The future is 
in the field of competition as unions seek 
to organize not only the unorganized but 
men and women in growing industries 
which never before have been organized. 


Some Unions Have 
“Jim Crow’ Provisions. 


Virtually all of more than 125 unions 
represented in the AFL have at least a foot- 
hold in southern industry. They include not 
only such established unions as in the 
building and printing trades but in the now 
hotly contested fields of textiles, lumber and 
oll. They are backed by State and City 
central bodies. 

Some have developed under handicaps 
from both within and without the union. 
Fundamentally, their policy has been one 
of appeasement to basic southern conserva- 
tism. Some of the AFL unions have “Jim 
Crow“ provisions, for Negro members, others 
have been frankly hostile to them. Now, 
partly because of the CIO policy of economic 
equality, they are changing their tactics. It 
wasn’t until southern religious groups had 
publicly defended the civil and economic

He does not fit any of the 
familiar patterns of French poli- 
tics. First of all, he is not a 
professional politician; prior to 
the war, he had never sat in the 
Chamber or in the Government, 
nor had he held any office what- 
ever, He is an ardent Catholic, 
yet also a broadminded Liberal. 
He abhors capitalism and com- 
munism alike, And he is young— 
as statesmen go, at least. 

Georges Bidault was born in 
1899 at Moulins, a small town of 
central France, ironically not far 
from Vichy. Catholic sentiment is 
strong in that region and Moulins 
still regrets its old Jesuit college 
which the Third Republic turned 
into a courthouse after banning 
the order from France. True to 
tradition, therefore, Georges as a 
boy was sent to be educated at a 
Jesuit college in Italy. 


Brilliant Student. 


He was a brilliant student, both 
at the Catholic school and later at 
the Sorbonne; history was his 
all-absorbing interest. He barely 
missed the front in World War I. 
When he was drafted, late in 1918, 
the shooting was all but over and 
Corporal Bidault, instead of going 
to the trenches, was sent to St. 
Cyr, France’s West Point, as an 
instructor in history. By virtue of 
this service, he became an “ancien 
combattant,” (veteran),—a fact of 
crucial importance for his future 
career, 

After his discharge, Bidault 
continued his studies and, having 
been graduated with high honors, 
got a job as professor of history 
at a lycee in Valenciennes, He 
was later transferred to Reims 
and finally to a leading lycee in 
Paris. 

He school- 


was an unusual 


dents a sincere enthusiasm for 
learning as well as a great devo- 
tion to himself. Then, as today, 
M. Bidault held strong views 
which he expressed with sparkling 
verve and dialectic skill. After 
classes, he would invite his best 
students home to his modest 
apartment, or to protracted cafe 
sessions, treating everybody to 
the limit of his meager salary. 


Typical Professor. 


In other respects, however, he 
was a typical French professor— 
shabby, distrait, always late, On 
his way to school, he would pass 
people absent-mindedly, striding 
along with a bulky sheaf of news- 
papers tucked under his arm. For 
years, in Paris he bought a copy 
of every morning paper, their/ 
number ranging from twenty to 
thirty or more, according to the) 
times. ce 

Malicious tongues assert that 
he was frequently stopped on the 
streets by people who mistook 
him for a news vendor. 

Another amusing case of mis- 
taken identity is vouched for by 
Bidault’s intimates, Once in his 
early days as a professor he 
ambled along the school corridors, 
a cigarette dangling from his lips. 
He was very youthful-looking 
then, without a trace of forbidding 
dignity. An elderly and slightly 
myopic colleague crossed his path. 
“Hey, you!” he called to the aston- 
ished professor of history, “don’t

Bidault’s column wag outstand- 
ing amid a profusion of journa- 
listic talent. It was well-informed, 
opinionated, outspoken, fearless, 
and eminently readable. The viril- 
ity and neatness of his style 
equalled the profundity of his 
thought and the force of his 
emotion. 

From the outset, Bidault took 
a strong stand against all at- 
tempts to appease the dictators, 
He strongly condemned Mussolini's 
Ethiopian adventure. He berated 
Franco for his “pretense of saving 
Christian civilization and law and 
order with methods that violated 
both.” He went all-out against 
Munich and “peace in our time.” | 

Then came the war and the pro- 
fessor of history found himself in 
uniform again, Although nearly 
middle-aged now, he volunteered 
for front-line duty and in 1940 
was taken prisoner. The follow- | 
ing year, the Germans decided to 
release all French prisoners of 
war who were veterans of World 
War I and born before 1900, Bi- 
dault just made it, by the slim- 
mest margin. 

Upon his release, in July 1941, 
he went to Lyon in what was then 
euphemistically called the “free” 
zone of France. He got a job at a 
local lycee and resumed teaching 
history, 


Awakening From Defeat. 


Those were the days when 
France slowly awakened from the 
stupor of defeat. Everywhere re- 
sistance movements sprang up. Bi- | 
dault joined “Combat,” which was | 
to become one of the strongest 
and most famous of underground 
organizations. 

One would have thoyght that | 
middle-aged professor, introspee- 
tive and absent-minded, could be | 
of little use in the dangerous cat- 
and-mouse game which the II- 
armed Resistance played with the 
powerful Gestapo and its Vichy 
annex, But Bidault soon proved 
his mettle. He acted as liaison 
agent with Fighting French head- 
quarters in London. He edited a 
clandestine 20-page paper (bigger 
than L’Aube had been), which was 
published three times a week. It 
was largely due to his effort that 
Lyon became the “Capital of the 
Resistance.” 

On June 21, 1943, “Max,” the 
fabulous leader of the Resistance,

His precau- 
tions were elementary: he shaved 
off a little moustache, removed 
his spectacles, and took to wear 
ing a hat, which he had seldom 
done before. He adopted a variety 
of aliases (“Vivian” and “Xavier” 
among others) and was provided 
with a multitude of identity cards. 
He continually changed hig resi- 
dence and place of work,

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How the Stiletto Was Used 


Mayor Kaufmann and James L. Ford Jr. 
made a valiant effort at Jefferson City to save 
the Federal-aid public housing bill. They did 
score a moral victory when the House, sitting 
as a committee of the whole, recommended its 
passage by a vote of 55 to 50, but since 76 
votes were needed for passage and since the 
Legislature was on the verge of adjournment, 
the matter had to go over until September. 

Meantime, this is the occasion to pay dis- 
respects to the real estate lobby, which stuck a 
stiletto between the shoulder-blades of this im- 
portant measure by last-minute maneuvering. 
The real estate gang did a clever job. Though 
the committee had previously voted 6-to-1 in 
approval of the bill, Cyrus Crane Willmore, 
Louis Maginn and the others succeeded in bring- 
ing about an adverse 4-to-3 vote three days be- 
fore the Legislature adjourned. 

Yes, it was a neat piece of work, and one of 
the outstanding performers for the real estate 
crowd was none other than Louis Nolte, Comp- 
troller of the City of St. Louis, and a real estate 
man himself. Though he used his official title 
when he presented his views in a letter to the 
Taxation Revision Committee, Nolte was acting 
as a man interested in private real estate. 


Mr. Nolte’s Limitations 


The city has been grateful to Louis Nolte in 
times past for his conservative management of 
St. Louis's finances. It has returned him to office 
again and again. But the man’s mental limita- 
tions—he’s got the mind of an excellent book- 
keeper—were never more apparent than in this 
shabby action. Not only did he show no grasp 
of the factors underlying the housing bill, but 
he shamefully betrayed the administration of 
which he is a part. . 

His letter was a tissue of misrepresentation. 
If the issue, namely, slum clearance in St. Louis, 
were not of such serious importance, Nolte’s 
letter would be laughable. He branded the 
measure as un-American and said its passage 
would mean the beginning of state socialism. 
The board of directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who approved the housing bill, must be 
surprised and startled to find themselves 
branded as socialists. So must the General 
Council on Civic Needs. So must those Noon- 
day Club “Communists,” Mr. Ford, and the Re- 
publican Mayor, Mr. Kaufmann. And if ad- 
vocacy of public housing is socialistic, as we 
pointed out the other day, Mr. Nolte has made 
a socialist out of Gov. Dewey of New York and 
Senator Taft, who favor kindred measures to 
the one knifed in Missouri. The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, which can hardly be described as a 
left-wing newspaper, says: “All the talk of ‘so- 
cialism’ and ‘communism’ raised against this act 
is unadulterated poppycock.” 


Facts Which Were Ignored 


Mr. Nolte, in his letter, shed crocodile tears 
for the “heavily-burdened taxpayers” in op- 
posing tax exemption for Federal-aid public 
housing. He conveniently ignored certain facts: 
that St. Louis's two existing Federal-aid housing 
projects have paid to the city in service charges 
(payments in lieu of taxes) three times as much 
as the city would have collected if they had not 
been built. While the high amount of these 
service charges was attributable to war condi- 
tions, the two projects will continue to pay siz- 
able sums to the city, as would any new ones. 

But, as long as Mr. Nolte based his plea on 
economics, this is a comparatively minor matter. 
The major matter which Mr. Nolte conveniently 
ignored is the very large sums of money which 
the city will lose if we do not take advantage of 
Federal grants. Together, St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph will lose between $50,000,000 
and $100,000,000 if the Legislature does not 
pass a public housing bill. How many years 
would it take for such a sum to be paid in 


taxes from slum areas, where delinquencies are 
notoriously high? If Missouri has no such bill, 
our “heavily-burdened” taxpayers will find 
themselves paying for public housing in every 
major city in other states, with Missouri getting 
not one cent back in benefits. 

If there are tears to be shed for “heavily- 
burdened taxpayers,” the real cause of grief for 
them is Mr. Nolte’s stiletto work. And speak- 
ing still further in Mr. Nolte’s favorite vein of 
economics, what about the high economic cost 
to the community of slum areas, as figured in 
terms of disease, crime, delinquency and the 
hospitals, jails and courts that must be sup- 
ported to deal with them? 

Mr. Nolte says that slum clearance should be 
accomplished by private capital. Now, the ven- 
erable Comptroller is perfectly aware that pri- 
vate capital is not going to clear the slums 
which it has created. In the last century, it 
has done nothing to eradicate St. Louis slums. 


hat's Un-American? 


Mr. Nolte, in saying that this is a job for 
private capital, knows he is talking arrant 
nonsense. Private capital, including Mr. Nolte’s 
pals in the St. Louis real estate crowd, itself 


admits it cannot do the job. It is holding out 


its tin cup for larger subsidies than those em- 
bodied in the public housing bill—subsidies that 
would enrich private operators. 

Mr. Nolte should know, further, that the 
Missouri Legislature already has granted tax 
relief for urban redevelopment. This applies to 
middle-class housing. If it is all right and pro- 
American and un-socialistic to forgive taxes for 
people in the middle brackets, then how does it 
become un-American and socialistic to apply the 
same principle to our poorest people? Incident- 
ally, Wade Childress and Arthur Baer become 
socialists by Nolte’s definition, since they are 
interested in a limited-dividend project in North 
St. Louis which would enjoy tax relief. 

No, Mr. Nolte’s arguments won't wash. They 
are mere drivel. He has got away with them 
now because of the ingenious lobbying of the 
Willmores and Maginns. He's won a battle but 
he’s going to lose the war. Of course, the war 
isn’t going to be won if a lot of civic leaders 
sit on their hands, as they did in this instance. 
The Mayor, Mr. Ford and Messrs. Stemmler and 
Hamilton, aided by Speaker Howard Elliott, did 
a fine job of last-minute artificial respiration. 


The Missing Leaders 


But where, may we ask, in last week's crisis, 
was Walter Head, chairman of the Anti-Slum 
Commission, whose task it was to keep a sharp 
eye on the legislation if his chairmanship means 
anything? The fact is that Mr. Head is a mem- 
ber of so many committees that he cannot pos- 
sibly function effectively. Where, may we ask, 
were Harland Bartholomew, the “internationally 
known“ city planner, and E. J. Russell, the 
other two members of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission? Where were the members of the City 
Plan Commission; where were the members of 
the St. Louis Housing Authority? Maybe they 
were all fishing. Anyway, they weren't at Jef- 
ferson City when the critical hours arrived. 

As Voltaire said: 

Go hang yourself, brave Crillon! 
We fought at Arques, and you were not there. 

The real estate lobby is becoming as effective 
at Jefferson City as the notorious small-loan 
lobby, and just about as fragrant, too. If St. 
Louis is going to do something about its terrible 
rat-ridden slum problem, the real estate lobby 
has got to be tackled head-on and it has got to 
be licked. And our pillars of society, our dig- 
nitaries who have their names on all the com- 
mittee letterheads and who attend all ‘the 
stuffed-shirt dinners, are going to. have to roll 
up their sleeves and get into the fight or for- 
feit the reputation of civic leaders. 


Fateful Choice for Congress 


Mr. Truman did a very courageous thing in 


vetoing the hodgepodge and cowardly OPA bill. 
This bill, as passed by Congress, attempted to 
be all things to all men. Congress stultified it- 
self. Mr. Bowles, in resigning from a job which 
the bill had made impossible, justified the high 
opinion in which he has been held by the coun- 
try. 

The fateful question is in the lap of Congress. 
It has declined to override the presidential veto. 
It now has two choices. It can stand pat and 
take the desperate gamble which may plunge the 
country into wild inflation. Or it can extend 
the OPA as it is until it has time to reconsider 
the entire matter. The latter course is the 
sensible and prudent one.

Uncensored History 

Gen. Eisenhower's official report on the de- 
feat of Germany makes interesting reading, but 
adds little to the story of the conquest of Eu- 
rope as already told. The facts that really il- 
luminate history come not from such official doc- 
uments but from informal diaries, memoirs and 
eye-witness accounts. As an example, take the 
Darlan episode in North Africa. 

On that deal with a Fascist, the official line 
laid down by the War Department, the State De- 
partment and the British Foreign Office at the 
time stated that Darlan came to Algeria wholly 
unexpectedly to be at the bedside of his sick son; 
the Allies made terms with him only reluctantly 
to minimize bloodshed in the taking of Morocco. 

Except for one thing, this story might have 
been permanently engrossed among the “facts 
of history.” Capt.Harry Butcher, naval aide and 
constant companion and confidant of Gen. Eisen- 
hower, wrote a diary, and in it he revealed the 
truth of the Darlan deal. : 

Three weeks before the Allies landed in North 
Africa, Butcher wrote in his diary: Darlan ex- 
pected in Algiers within a week. ... Ike's for- 
mula would make Giraud Governor . . with 
Darlan to be accepted by Giraud as commander 
of French military and naval forces. . . Ike sub- 
mitted his proposals to the PM (Winston Church- 
ill) and the British chiefs, who gave them their 
blessing.” 

So the similitude of history gives way to his- 
toric verity; the use of Darlan, whose name was 

' 


anathema to the Free French and to their sym- 
pathizers over the world, was no happenstance 
forced on the Allies but was deliberately planned 
from military expediency—and a poor sense of 
expediency at that. 

The simple moral of all this is: If you want 
your history straight, get it from men who are 
talking or writing when their guard—and their 
hair—is down. 

As a postscript, it might be added that Robert 
Murphy, the same State Department counselor 
who advised Gen. Eisenhower to deal with Dar- 
lan, is now political adviser to Gen. Joseph T. 
McNarney, U. S. Military Governor in Germany. 
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Usury Merchants Outdone 

After years of having everything their own 
way, the notorious small-loan crowd have out- 
smarted themselves, Their greed evidently out- 
ran their discretion. Today, therefore, their op- 
erations face the prospect of being outside and 
against the law from now to September. 

For this pleasant outcome we may thank the 
House of Representatives, which recessed after 
twice refusing to compromise with the outrage- 
ous interest rates of the Senate bill. Representa- 
tive Raymond J. Lahey of St. Louis, the implaca- 
ble and stout-hearted foe of the small-loan lob- 
by, has earned a particular commendation. 

Surely, after doing this well so far, the House 
will stick to its guns after the recess. In its 
present excellent temper on this question, the 
House can go ahead and conduct the genuine 
investigation which the merchants of legalized 
usury have staved off in session after legislative 
session—the investigation of their lobbying and 
other means of polluting legislative action, and 
of their exorbitant profits and ways of hiding 
them, Then, for the first time, the Legislature 
could take the exact measure of this evil and 
impose a sufficient curb on it. 

Unfortunately, the present legislative dead- 
lock also embarrasses banks, credit unions and 
others who are subject to special licenses by the 
State and who need more than the constitutional 
8 per cent interest to survive. Those who need 
to borrow from such lenders are also embarrassed, 
Perhaps there is some means of immediate re- 
lief to such lenders and borrowers; the possibil- 
ity should be explored, If no relief is found, 
their plight, like the small-loaners’ own outlaw 
status, is of the small-loaners’ making.

There's Work for All,“ by Michael Young and Theo-

Britain’s plan-minded economists have 
turned their thoughts to obtaining for 
peacetime the full measure of employment 
which prevailed during the war. The re- 
sults have turned up in a sefies of attrac- 
tively produced monographs, of which this 
is one, grouped under the general heading, 
“The New Democracy.” 

Fundamental to acceptance of this “new 
democracy” concept is belief that democra- 
cy can live only if scientific advances are 
used to put an end to unemployment, in- 
security and want, and to lay before us new 
frontiers of human life and freedom. 


* * * 


The authors of this monograph are pro- 
fessional planners influenced evidently by 
the economic theories of the late Lord 
Keynes and their application in the think- 
ing of Sir William Beveridge. The mono- 
graph argues cogently that full employment 
can be attained, but only under circum- 
stances of combined government and pri- 
vate enterprise planning. 

Full.employment, in the authors’ opinion, 
rests on two pillars: (1) Production in terms 
of need and (2) redistribution of income. 
Compensatory spending policies are but 
temporary stopgaps against unemployment; 
they are not based on consumption needs 
and therefore are unrealistic, In their place, 
the argument runs, should be substituted 
a plan which creates a continuity of use- 
ful jobs both in private and public indus- 


try. Such a program would maintain a 


high level of consumption requiring, in 
turn, a maximum production effort. 

This is easier said than done. For exam- 
ple, what about the questions of seasonal 
occupations or of structural unemployment 
or of localized industries? The authors re- 
ply that such obstacles are not insurmount- 
able, provided industry is located conve- 
niently to a bank of workers and not in 
an isolated community. 

* « * 


Three essentials are set out: Full em- 
ployment should be maintained permanent 


ly: mobility of labor should be encouraged, 


and the government should accept responsi- 
bility for insuring that new enterprises are 
directed to areas where a labor supply ex- 
ists. The authors sharply take issue with 
the British White Paper on full employ- 
ment, charging its remedies are weak and 
ineffectual in terms of long-range need. 

“Wssentially,” they say, “it is a salvage 
policy all over again, only bigger and bet- 
ter.” 

The book calls for bold, aggressive plan- 
ning and a scrapping of many orthodox 
principles of capitalist economy, but it 
hints the rewards will be a better life for 
all.

WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
ECRETARY of the Navy For 
restal today directed the judge 
advocate general of the Navy 
to prepare recommendations for 
legislation to modernize the basic 
government of the Navy and to 
authorize changes in the court- 
martial procedure. 

The order was based in part on 

the report by a board headed b 
Arthur A. Ballantine, New Yor 
attorney, which he had appointed 
to study the Navy’s wartime ad- 
ministration of justice. ' 
' Likewise the order was in con- 
junction with the dédication pro- 
gram of the United States School 
of Naval Justice at Port Hueneme, 
Calif. In accord with the board’s 
recommendation that men should 
be trained in naval justice pro- 
cedure, two-month classes are be- 
ing given 160 officers and 50 yeo- 
men there, 

Forrestal concurred with the 
board that rules prescribing the 
duties of the trial judge advocate 
for court-martial should be re- 


vised. 
Procedure Planned. 


It is contemplated that an of- 
ficer qualified in law and specially 
trained will be appointed as the 
trial judge advocate to advise the 
court, the prosecutor and the ac- 
cused, impartially, on all questions 
of law and procedure Heretofore, 
the trial judge advocate has com- 
bined that duty with his prosecu- 
tion job.

Unusual Circumstances In Death. 


One circumstance of the young 
|king’s death which aroused usu- 
pitions was the fact that the 
first word that the youth’s hob 
by was collecting firearms came 
after his death, when the prime 
minister explained that the acci- 
dental shooting came about as 
the king was handling one of 
the guns in his private armory. 
Previously, his interests had been 
reported to be collecting model 
pod ge oe playing his saxophone 
and driving his American jeep 
about the palace ground. 

At the time of death, the prime 
minister said only that the king 
died from a bullet wound in the 
center of his forehead. Three or 
four days later, however, the po- 
lee chief, Phra Ramindra, ap- 
peared before the Siamese parlia- 
ment and disclosed that the fatal 
bullet piereed the king’s head 
and pillow,” thereby indicating for 
the first time that the king Was 
in bed or at least lying down when 
the weapon was discharged. 

Pridi Phanomjong’s determined 
efforts to characterize the king's 
death as accidental pointed up 
Siamese suspicious, Banner head- 
lines, in Siamese and English, 
of various Bangkok newspapers 
voiced these doubts. Widely die- 
tributed handdills, of untraced 
origin, went farther, accusing the 
prime minister of “provoking” the 
shooting ai the king. 

(Recent dispatches .said un- 
signed leaflets were circulated in 
the capital accusing the Prime 
Minister and his government 
clique of complicity in the shoot- 
ing. The leaflets said the Prime 
Minister, who “poses as Siam's 
saint, is actually the beast who 
killed the King. 

(The Prime Minister, after a 
medical board’s statement that 
the King might have been assas- 
sinated, appointed Gen. Abul De- 
jarat, wartime underground lead- 
er, to command the Siamese 
Army. The appointment was in- 
terpreted in many quarters, the 
Associated Press reported, as a 
precautionary Measure against re- 
volt. Abul, who headed the police 
criminal investigation division, is 
described by political enemies as 
“chief of the Biamese Gestapo.“) 


Move Toward Liberalism. 

It was pointed out that the king 
had begun to show tentative but 
convincing tendenctes of libsral- 
ism, while the prime ministér has 
deen an unerowned and unge- 
knowledged but absolute sover- 
eign, the most powerful man in 
the country, since taking office 
as regent seven years ago. Pridi 
Phanomjong’s great influence even 
surpassed that of the dictator, the 
self-etyled Field Marshal Luang 
Pibul Songgram, during the lat- 
ter’s control of the coufitry. As 
regent of the ee Pridi Pha- 
nomjong had established an un- 
limited autocracy. 

The regent had a free hand in 
gathering Siamese affairs into his 
own hands. The country: is a 
rich prize, even from the rid's 
viewpoint, with its rubde tin, 
wolfram (tungsten), molybdenum 
manganése, to say nothin of 
rubies, sapphires, zircons, silver, 
gold. It has excellent teak forests, 
fertile fields of rice. There was 
no voice to dispute, no authority 
to check Pridi Phanomjong in his 
climb to omnipotence.

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Output of Food Easing Hunger 
In Europe, Asia, but Large Areas 
Still Subsist on Inadequate Diet 


Survey Shows Crops Prospects Are Reason- 
ably Bright, Although Below Prewar 
Standards— Germany, Poland and India 
Suffering Most From Shortages.

LENTIFUL yields of early summer produce and increased food im- 

ports somewhat relieved the old world’s hunger in the last month. 

Crop prospects were reasonably bright in most countries where 
the weather has been favorable. Farm production generally was on 
the upgrade, but considerably below prewar standards. 


Notwithstanding such improve- 
ments, populations over large 
areas in Europe and Asia con- 
tinued to subsist on inadequate 


diets. 

Germany remained one of the 
darkest spots. No attempt is being 
made to hide a critical situation 
in the western zones of occupa- 
tion. Austria, although showing 
slight nutritional ns, suffered 
because of delayed deliveries of 
UNRRA supplies. Heat aggra- 
vated Poland's distress.

Wheat shipments from the 
United States, Canada and Russia 
kept coming to help France 
through to harvest after which, 
food officials ventured, the nation 
might be largely self-sufficient. 
The average Frenchman had 1500 
to 2000 calories a day, depending 
on the region. The wine ration 
was still four quarts a month, but 
an increase of two quarts was 
promised for July. 

Italy—Supplies of fresh vege- 
tables and fruit benefitted Italians. 
Good crop auguries will result in 
further improvement. For the 
rest of this year and in 1947, the 
mation probably will be able to 
supply more of its own food needs 
than at any time since 1943. The

nothing more. Minister of Agri- 
culture S. L. Mansholt said re- 
cently, “for months we have been 
living from hand to mouth, and 
the food situation is more critical 
than the average Dutchman 
imagines.” 


It has been difficult to maintain 
the ration at 1700 calories a day 
for adults, augmented by unra- 
tioned foodstuffs such as fresh 
vegetables, fruit, cereals, fish and 
poultry which are by no means 
within reach of the majority. 
Scarcest items have been sugar 
and fats. Holland, receiving no 
UNRRA supplies, has alloted 60,- 
000 tons of its own wheat stocks 
to France and Belgium. 

Belgium—Daily bread ration for 
the period ending July 9 was re- 
duced from 12% to 10% ounces. 
The monthly butter ration, how- 
ever, was increased from 9 to 16 
ounces. Rationed diet gives each 
person 1732 calories daily. 

Greece—Authorities have start- 
ed distribution of the domestic 
grain crop, estimated at about 80 


UNRRA announced it had halted 
wheat deliveries in the producing 
areas. Larger supplies of lamb, 
Greece’s basic meat, were forth- 
coming. Nevertheless, the aver- 
age family has meat on the table 
only two or three times a week, 
for a pound of lamb costs 75 
cents, and the average Greek in- 
come is about $40 a month. | 

Floods caused serious damage 
in the Argos plain, whence Athens 
received the bulk of its fresh 
vegetables, and in the Thessaly 
plain.

The average family eats two 
meals a day, consisting of beans, 
a variety of pasta, fresh vege- 
tables and soup.

Russia—Soviet authorities issue 
several kinds of food cards, the 
highest priority rations going to 
scientific workers and intellec- 
tuals, officials, foreign diplomats 
and other special groups. The 
largest number of non-farming 
eitizens, however, come within the 
workers’ category. 


The monthly rations for a typi- 
cal family of five average: 225 
pounds of bread, 8 pounds of fats, 
9 pounds of sugar, 20 pounds of 
meat and fish and 22 pounds of 
cereal. Besides this, a man and 
wife often receive extra meal tick- 
ets enabling them to eat where 
they work. Sometimes they buy 
additional food when they have 
the money. 


Hungary—At present. it is not 
sO much a shortage of food as 
shortage of money, inflated, with 
which to buy it, although food of- 
ficilals have expressed themselves 
gloomily about prospects for win- 
ter, since plantings and expected 
harvest run 25 per cent below pre- 
war figures. 


In Budapest there are three 
kinds of average meals: In public 
kitchens for the penniless, who 
are served soup, one vegetable 
and bread; at home for average 
and better-than-average wage- 
earners whose diet usually is 
made up of bread, butter and jam, 
vegetables, eggs and fruit, with 
meat and coffee about twice week- 
ly; and in black market restau- 
rants where fancy foods are ob- 
tainable.

could openly proclaim them. 

As a practical matter, the AFL 
was forced through.the years to 
function as a minority group com- 
pelled to avoid unnecessary con- 
flicts with the majosity. In some 
cases, as in the Memphis political 
fiefdom of Boss Ed Crump, the 
unions, especialy the building 
trades, “went along” with the city 
machines, 

Union conformity to local 
opinion and prejudice and the 
maintenance of a “constructive 
policy” is the only thing, in the 
opinion of some AF'L leaders, that 
prevented southern legislatures 
from passing drastic anti-union 
legislation, The possibility of such 
still remains a threat which may 
become more apparent as the AFL 
and CIO campaigns grow hotter. 

Union organization in the south 
was given a fillip during the brief 
life of the NRA, It declined when 
the Blue Eagle was declared un- 
constitutional. But it gained mo- 
mentum when the Wagner Act 
was validated by the Supreme 
Court in 1937 and it grew apace 
during the war. Now its progress 
—against an historic background 
of violence, depends largely upon 
the unions themselves. 

Development of TVA, 

Development of the TVA aided 
the advancement of unionism, A 
fair, federally-inspired labor 
policy, with satisfactory contracts 
at top prevailing wage scgles, af- 
forded the AFL the nucleus of 
present day southern building and 
construction wage rates, It greatly 
increased its strength in the TVA 
area, which includes Tennessee, 
North Carolina, and portions of 
Georgia, Kentucky, and Mississip- 
pi. As a result, similar contracts 
were obtained in the construction 
of the great Santee-Cooper Hydro- 
Electric project near Charleston, 


. 

Although most of the TVA work 
was performed by AFL unions, 
the CIO has shared in its benefits. 
CIO organizers found that the 
TVA brought the farmer—tradi- 
tionally anti-union—and the in- 
dustrial workers closer together. 
Many farmers worked in in- 
dustrial plants or as helpers on 
construction jobs. Then they went 
back to the farm—with an ap- 
preciation of the place of unionism 
in the community. It is standard 
practice now for CIO rallies in 
rural areas to include as speakers 
an organizer, a farmer, and a 
clergyman. 

George L. Googe, veteran and 
alert southern representative of 
the AFL, is directing its southern 
campaign. , 

Under his direction the AFL 
is prepared to put additional men 
in the field, including experienced 
UMW organizers, as needed, and 
both sides are trying to use south- 
ern-born organizers, preferably 
veterans, although some of the top 
leaders have had scant personal 
experience with southern prob- 
lems. 

Van A, Bittner, director of the 
southern drive for the CIO, who 
is establishing headquarters here, 
recently announced that CIO had 
a membership of about 400,000 
in Georgia, Texas, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Florida, Oklahoma, West Virginia, 
Virginia, Kentucky, and North 
and South Carolina. Much of its 
southern membership is in 
textiles, in which it is far ahead 
of the AFL, while it has made 
great strides in the auto, steel and 
rubber industries. 

Bittner’s History. 

Bittner, who was selected by 
President Phillip Murray to direct 
the southern campaign is Mur- 
ray's assistant in the steelwork- 
ers. As a young man he was a 
UMW organizer in Tennessee and 
Alabama and from 1933 until 1942 
was president of District 17 of the 
UMW in West Virginia. He was 
“borrowed” from the mine work- 
ers to direct. the midwest steel 
organizing drive and he later or- 
ganized Chicago packinghouse 
workers. His aides include Sher- 
man Dalrymple, former president 
of the United Rubber Workers. 
Dalrymple was badly beaten at 
Gadsen, Ala., in 1937 while at- 
tempting to organize rubber 


workers there. It now is a center 


= southern industrial organiza- 
tion. 

Personnel of the CIO leaders 
range from such experienced vet- 
erans of labors’ wars to southern 
college graduates, imbued with a 
concept of the New South. The 
field workers include also a de- 
mure elderly lady, who 
tered many a southern town which 
might be barred- to others. She 
merely smiles when she hears the 
term “Communist.” Her name is 
Miss Lucy Mason, of Fairfax 
county, Virginia. Her great-great 
grandfather was George Mason, 
author of the Bill of Rights. 

The CIO war chest, which is 
constantly growing, includes con- 
tributions of $200,000 from the 
steelworkers; $200,000 from the 
clothing workers; $125,000 from 
the textile workers; and $100,000 
each from the electrical workers 
and auto workers. The CIO or- 
ganization itself has chipped in 
$100,000 as a starter. It has es- 
tablished industrial councils in 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Ten- 
nessee and Texas and city-wide 
councils in those and other com- 
munities. The campaign is di- 
rected through nine offices 
throughout the south. 

As more wage settlements are 
made on a national basis geo- 
graphical bound-ries become less 
significant. The recent CIO na- 
tional wage campaign is a case 
in point. Steelworkers in the Bir- 
mingham district and at other 
points held the picket lines with 
their northern brethren. Now 
their 18%-cent hourly increase 
represents the highest wage ever 
paid in southern mills. Similar in- 
creases benefited southern auto, 
textile, electrical, machinery and 
rubber workers. Shipworkers got 
18 cents and lesser raises were 
noted in other industries. 

CIO campaigners point out that 
it is less than 10 years since the 
CIO began to organize in the 
south, As late as 1937, they stated, 
workers in textiles, furniture, 
lumber and steel were paid a pre- 
vailing rate of from 25 to 35 cents 
an hour. Prior to the Wage Hour 
Act, which now provides a 40-cent 
minimum, wages of 10 and 15 
cents an hour were not unusual 
in cotton textiles. As late as Nov. 
1943, when the. wage drive began, 
93 per cent of textile workers got 
less than 70 cents an hour. The 
average weekly wage was $23.95. 

nimums 

Now a 65-cent an hour mini- 
mum rate is enjoyed by more 
than 25,000 cotton mill workers 
under CIO contracts while the 
minimum in basic steel is 7 
cents. 

The AFL too is signing con- 
tracts for minimums above maxi- 
mums of a few years ago. Googe 
told the writer its policy was for 
a 65-cent minimum in textiles and 
lumber with a 75-cent basis for 
other industries “except for a few 
concerns unable to afford it.” In 
the pulp and paper industry, 
grown up in the last 15 years, he 
said that only three of between 50 
and 60 contracts failed to provide 
a 75-cent minimum with more 
skilled operatives getting from 
$1.22 to $2.87 hourly. 

General wage rates between 
north and south are still lower 
in the south. Even some nation- 
wide flat increases raise hourly 
rates uniformly but retain a 
basic differential. Differences ap- 
ply to skilled as well as unskilled 
laborers. The Atlanta carpenter 
who gets 31.40 an hour would 
command $2 in the north; there 
are even sectional differences in 
the south. Building trade wages 
are 20 per cent higher here than 
in smaller Macon. 

Rival union leaders are at odds 
on many points but in basic ac- 
cord on three. The first ig that 
the cry of freight rate differen- 
tials as an excuse for low wages 
is a “red herring.”

Wage rates in un- 
organized southern plants have 
been estimated to be 30 percent 
lower than in the north. 

A recent cost of living survey 
by the Department of Labor em- 
bracing 31 cities in various sec- 
tions of the nation showed a 
variance of not more than 8 
percent in 26 of them. It was as 
high in some, with consumers in 
Birmingham paying as Much as 
those in Indianapolis and Mem- 
phis residents paying the same 
as consumers in Denver, Standard 
goods in rural] stores never have 
been cheap. P 

As far as comparative labor 
efficiency is concerned, Dr. Rich- 
ard Lester, formerly of Duke, now 
of Princeton University, made a 
survey of 112 manufacturing firms 
doing business in both north and 
south. He found that efficiency 
was equal in many cases. Twenty- 
three out of 41 inter-regional con- 
cerns reported it to be equal or 
greater although the majority 
paid 10 to 25 percent lower wages 
in the South than in the North. 
Dr. Lester concluded that the de- 
terminate factor in labor efficien- 
cy was length of operating experi- 
ence and quality of management. 

Purchasing power in the still 
relatively unorganized South is 
lower than in the North but it is 
gaining, The 1945 southern income 
level was 26 percent below na- 
tional averages, But it increased 
64.88 percent during the war 
against a- national increase of 
49.7 percent. Department of Com- 
merce figures for 1944 showed the 
average annual income per person 
in 11 southern states to be $722 
as compared with $1284 in New 
England and $1192 in the central 
states. 

Southern Labor on March. 

Southern labor is on the march. 
Less than three out of seven mil- 
lion non agricultural southern 
wage earners are organized today. 
The potentialities are tremendous. 
Despite the bellicose challenges of 
rival union campaign leaders the 
workers on the scene, both AFL 
and CIO co-operate closely in 
many instances. They have joined 
in civic enterprises; they have co- 
operated in many instances in 
common economic movements. In 
numerous cities and towns 
throughout the south they play 
leading parts in Community Chest 
drives and other civic enterprises. 
The war, with its War Bond cam- 
paigns and Red Cross activities, 
has brought about a new under- 
standing between employers and 
employes in most southern cities. 

Southern leaders, like Gov. Ellis 
Arnal] of Georgia, have counselled 
management against joining. cer- 
tain anti-labor organizations and 
have warned that industry may 
no longer expect to flee to Dixie 
for low wages. The Alabama De- 
partment of Labor epitomized the 
trend of the times. In a bulletin 
to management it stated: 

“Management should recognize 
that labor unions are and will re- 
main an important factor in our 
economic life. The remaining few 
who cling to the belief that unions 
can be destroyed are merely en- 
gaging in wishful thinking.”

GEORGES BIDAULT 
FRENCH PRESIDENT 
A RESISTANCE HERO 

AND INTELLECTUAL

Gaulle, Bidault did not always go 
along with the slam-bang policies 
of his boss. He revealed himself a 
skillful diplomat and, in the words 
of Anthony Eden, “the ablest 
French foreign minister I've ever 
dealt with.” De Gaulle’s eventual 
retirement had no effect on the 
prestige of his foreign minister, 
who was continued in office by 
successive governments, 

Bidault owes only one half of 
his present position as head of 
the French Government to his 
successes in the foreign field. His 
equally able leadership of the 
great new center party, the M.R.P. 
(Mouvement Republicain Popu- 
laire), accounts for the other half. 

Like Bidault himself, the M.R.P, 
is a liberal-Catholic party with 
some socialistic tendencies, but 
strongly opposed to communism. 
It started out as a party of the 
left, but now stands squarely in 
the middle. In the Constituent 
Assembly, M.R.P. leaders have 
been heard telling observers: “You 
see, we are now sandwiched be- 
tween Right and Left, but we 
don’t mind. After all, the best of 
a sandwich is in the middle, 
n’est-ce pas?” 

Under Bidault’s leadership, the 
M.R.P., founded shortly after 
liberation, went from success to 
success. At the recent general 
election, it forged ahead of the 
Communists, capturing first place 
in the new Assembly. 

Being in the middle usually ex- 
poses one to brickbats from both 
sides. In the eyes of the Right, 
Bidault and his M. R. P. are smit- 
ten with radicalism. The Com- 
munists, on the other hand, sneer 
that M.R.P. stands for “Machine 
A Rassembler Les Petainistes” 
(machine for rallying Petainists). 

Until recently, Bidault, hero of 
the Resistance, was also a resister 
of a different sort. For years his 
family and his friends had been 
urging him to marry. He would 
smile, shake his head, and joking- 
ly remark that in his well-consid- 
ered opinion women were an aw- 
ful waste of man’s time. 

He seemed a confirmed bache- 
lor. He was never seen in the 
company of women, except in a 
perfunctory social way. He sel- 
dom attended parties and con- 
sistently refused introductions to 
girls. For a typical Frenchman, 
he was strangely insensitive to 
feminine charm. 

What all the ruses of the busy 
matchmakers could not achieve, 
the harried life of the underground 
brought to pass. One day, in the 
darkest period for France, “Vivi- 
an” met “Suzy.” She, too, was an 
active member of the Resistance, 
known only to a few people by her 
full name, Suzanne Borel. 


Brunette, strong-featured, viva- 
cious, with a frank face and keen 
eyes peering through large specta- 
cles, Suzanne was remarkable for 
her personality rather than her 
looks. Now 41, she achieved 14 


years ago what no French woman 


before or after her has been able 
to do: she passed the foreign serv- 
ice examination. She thus became

The city has 
slums, as do all cities of its size, 
but it also has beautiful parks, 
hotels and public buildings in the 
center.

Louis has a cultural life older,

that of any other Midwest city. 


“It used to be one of the dirtiest 
cities in the world. St. Louis 
changed that by demanding, and 
insuring, smoke abatement. It 
used to be one of the noisiest 
cities in the world. St. Louis car- 
ried out an effective antinoise 
campaign. 

Under the further chapter head- 
ings of “Folks and Ways,” “The 
Cult of the Average,” “Ideas, Inc.” 
and “We, the People,” Hutton dis- 
cusses present social and intel- 
lectual trends in the Midwest. 
Much of his stress is on the youth 
of the region, for good and for ill. 
Midwesterners, being young, are 
gamblers, braggarts, joiners, but 
also doers, willing to try some- 
something new, optimistic, gener- 
ous and friendly. They believe in 
their own region, that it is the 
best in the world; they are little 
interested in history and scornful 
of the old, including the Old 
World, They rush about, says 
Hutton, eager for material suc- 
cess, wearing themselves out in 
hectic competition. 

Allow Little Privacy. 

And the people of the Midwest, 
he found, allow each other little 
privacy; there are few hedges be- 
tween modest homes. They tend 
to demand conformity in man- 
ners, attitudes and ideas. Educa- 
tion more often than not is some- 
thing superimposed, rather than 
the drawing out and developing 


of individual genius, 


pocket digest magazines offer 
“notted knowledge.” The original 
thinker or writer tends to move 
out of the region, says Hutton. 
Yet for all its equalitarian 
facade, the Midwest, in its cities, 
is not without a “class system,” 
he found, There is the wrong side 
of the tracks, anti-Semitism, 
prejudice against the foreign- 
born, and against Negroes. There 
is more class fluidity than in 
England, but on the other hand 
class distinctions are less well de- 
fined and there is more uncer- 
tainty and striving over “place.” 


Midwestern morality sometimes 
inclines toward hypocrisy, mid- 
western humor is direct, not sub- 


tle, and midwestern speech some- 
times sounds strange to English 
ears; these things he notes with- 
out approval or i disapproval. 
Crime and gangsterism in mid- 
western cities he describes, but 
feels it is overemphasized by most 
foreign observers. 

In politics the Midwest still 
seems regional in outlook, al- 
though less so than formerly, Its 
early agrarian radicalism has 
vanished with the rising middle- 
class of the cities looming more 
important, Foreign groups in the 
cities, on the other hand, have 
given political machines a real 
place in Midwestern political life, 
and Hutton does not see how they 
may vanish soon. 

Trend Toward Democratic Party. 

Although he says that midwest- 
eners change religions easier than 
they do political parties, Hutton 
sees a permanent trend in the re- 


gion toward th. Democratic 
party. With the rise of unionism 
and political consciousness in the 
cities, the Democratic party has 
fo some extent become a “class” 
party of the dispossessed; the Re- 
publican party represents the up- 


publican fold after their New Deal 
departure. 

Where is it going, this Midwest, 
with its youth, vigor and “roman- 
tic materialism?” For one thing,

says Hutton, it is growing out of 
its insularism. It is coming of age, 
looking outward. 

In the past the old midwestern- 
ers had cut themselves off, turned 
their backs on the East and on 
Europe, and the new immigrants 
looked down their noses at the 
“old country.” Communication, and 


‘the realization of long-range self- 


interest are changing that. The 
Midwest is assimilating its new 
immigrants, its culture is jelling, 
and it is finding its place in the 
world, 

Newspapers may form public 
opinion and influence trends—and 
may reflect opinion and trends. 
In the past, Hutton says, the mid- 
western press was one vast pro- 
vincial hodge-podge. Even today 
he is amazed at the numbers of 
local daily newspapers in the re- 
gion, about six times as many as 
in England and Wales, which to- 
gether have a comparable popula- 
tion. 

Although pointing out that “the 
American press, particularly that 
of Midwest cities, is refreshingly 
and brutally frank and out- 
spoken,” he says that “what dis- 
figures it is the same as what dis- 
figures the press in any country 
of the world-where it is still ‘free’: 
namely, the power to suppress.” 
Publishers too often are interested 
in their newspapers only as “prop- 
erty,” in selling papers, and edi- 
torial comment has lost much of 
its force. “The pawer of the press 
in America is not what it was.” 

Yet he found exceptions, “There 
are few papers in American big 
cities that can equal, still fewer 
that can outrank, the Milwaukee 
Journal, Des Moines Register, 
Minneapolis Star-Journal, St. Paul 
Pioneer-Press, Kansas City Star, 
or St. Louis Post-Dispatch for 
treatment of news, editorials,

There is not in all of America, 
he notes, a really national news- 
paper, although for the first time 
it is technically possible to pro- 
duce and distribute one. 

The Midwest, however, is fusing 
with the rest of the nation, losing 
its insular outlook, turning east- 
ward, Hutton believes. “Mid- 
westerners face a future with the 
same perplexities and anxieties 
that vex other Americans and 
many other peoples, but with 
greater confidence. No one can

Red Cross Seeks Fishing Tackle. 

An appeal for usable fishing 
tackle for a recreational program 
was 
made yesterday by the Camp and 
Hospital Committee of the St.

in prewar France, 

If it took brains for a woman 
to get into the diplomatic service, 
it took raw courage for one to be 
given a responsible post in the Re- 
sistance. Suzanne had both. She 
was assigned to the President of 
the National Council as secretary 
and assistant. For many months,

When Bidault was installed at 
the Quai d’Orsay, it was a natural 
thing for Mademoiselle Borel to 
return there too. She became as- 
sistant director of foreign affairs 
with the rank of ambassador. 
When she accompanied Bidault 
on diplomatic trips, as to Wash- 
ington in August, 1945, only inti- 
mate friends knew that their re- 
lationship was not exclusively of- 
ficial. 

On Nov. 22, 1945, the engage- 
ment of Foreign Minister Bidault 
and Mademoiselle Borel was of- 
ficilally announced. Before the 
wedding could take place, a curi- 
ous bit of red tape had to be 
cleared. Members of the French 
diplomatic service are required by 
law to obtain the Foreign Min- 
ister’s consent if they wish to get 
married. But the case of an am- 
bassador engaged to be married 
to his minister was never en- 
visaged by regulations. The Chief 
of Protocole was aghast. 

So M. Bidault, early in Decem- 
ber, took a 24-hour leave of ab- 
fsence, turning his functions over 
to Under-Secretary Francisque 
Gay, a long-time friend and co- 
publisher of L’Aube. With per- 
fect timing, Mademoiselle Borel 
chose that day to present her ap- 
plication. Monsieur Gay, with the 
barest hint of a smfle on his dig- 
nified countenance, signed the 
necessary papers and on Dec. 27 
“Vivian” and “Susy” were mar- 
ried in Paris,

Musical Fox 


Disturbs Peace at 


Possum Trot Farm 
By Leonard Hall 


HAT red fox of ours here at Possum Trot Farm is a 
T musical fellow. He likes nothing better than to wake us up 
in the middle of the night with his barking, close beside 
the house. Only yesterday he made way with a couple more of 
our young chicks, then 
swung down along the creek 
and over to the far woods 
where he stayed just out of 
sight and laughed at us. 
This is getting to be too 
much and I let loose in his 
general direction with a 
couple of shots which at 
least discouraged his sing- 
ing. I've been trying to 
find a few spare hours to 
search out his den, over 
along the limestoné ledges, 
but so far the hours haven't 
turned up. I should, how- 
ever, thank several readers 
who responded with offers 
of chicken wire; our hard- 
ware store up at the four 
corners got in a load the 
day after we lost the big 
batch of chicks so we are all 
right on that score.

@ DOWN BY THE CHICKEN YARD gate there's a big Osage 
orange tree under which the hens take their dust baths. It's a 
good place to get well scratched but provides perfect protection 
against the pair of Cooper's hawks which might stage an occa- 
sional raid. Several times lately, as we've passed this tree, a 
large bird has left it in considerable excitement. I guessed it 
was a mourning dove, as we see these birds in that vicinity and 
hear them singing—or cooing or mourning. But we finally dis- 
covered the nest—a carelessly built platform of rough twigs 
stuck way out at the end of a small branch no more than 
shoulder high. In the nest are three large eggs of pale greenish- 
blue, a beautiful color, and soon Mama correctly identified the 
nesting birds as a pair of yellow-billed cuckoos,

We have also found another pair of house wrens 
nesting back in a corner of the woodshed in a corru- 
gated carton. This nest is not 10 feet from the terrace 
where we sit every evening—and we're in and out of 
that shed a dozen times a day—but all our fuss seems 
to disturb the wrens not at all. They scold Veronica, 
eur cat, who sleeps out there on hot afternoons, but the 
nest is well protected with chicken wire so that the 
birds are pretty safe. a 
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@ IT 18 INTERESTING TO NOTE that our grape vines down 
in the bottom, which literally lost every leaf in the season's last 
frost, have not only sprouted new ones but have set on a fairly 
good crop of grapes. It will be the biggest crop to date unless 
the birds get them or the bees sting them before they ripen. 
That part of the garden is a favorite spot for the indigo bunt- 
ings, the yellow-breasted chat and the northern yellow-throat. 
The raspberry crop will finish up just about the time the black- 
berries ripen. There's one thing we've learned about raspberries 
and that is never to plant the red and black varieties close to 
each other; diseases carried by one variety of the berries, but 
to which it is resistant, will attack the other. I should say that 
the rows of these berries should be set out at least 100 yards 
apart, probably at opposite ends of the vegetable garden. I also 
believe that there's something in Louis Bromfield’s idea that 
these berries do better if not cultivated too clean but are in- 
stead kept mulched by frequent mowing of the weeds between 
the rows. And unless you're going to the business on a com- 
mercial basis, the problem is to plant few enough bushes so 
that berries won't be wasted.

It told of a veteran of World 
War II who, after coming home unscathed to his wife and his 
prewar job, had suddenly abandoned civilian life and gone back 
to the Army. He had an indefinable feeling that “something 
was going to happen.” Everything, he said, was in a mess. The 
pay on his old job was good—but it didn’t seem to buy anything. 
Politicians were playing with the peace of the world with no 
great concern—but coming out strong for the d. L. when elec- 
tion time rolled around. It looked like the world might bust 
wide open any day and the Army was a good place to wait for 
it to happen—a place where a guy didn't have to think. That 
G.L. was right in his main premise. Something is going to hap- 
pen, all right. It would be a funny world, with a couple of 
billion people in it and all of them alike as far as physiology is 
concerned but trained in a thousand sets of customs and ways 
of thinking, if something wasn't always happening. Some of it 
good and some of it bad. But we humans do have a good deal 
of influence on what happens—so the main idea isn't to rejoin 
the Army or hide in a cave or stick our heads in the sand.

The idea is to lend our weight, as decent human be 
ings, to keep the good things happening. It’s easy to 
say the problems are too big—that a guy plugging away 
to pay the rent and feed the kids can’t grasp problems 
of present-day magnitude. But that’s not the big idea, 
even though some of us keep trying and come out, as 
often as not, with the wrong answers.

When an Unemployed Machinist's Fantastic 
Scheme to Get It Failed, He Murdered Million- 
aire Paper Magnate and Then Took Own Life.

BOSTON, June 29. 

ILLIAM ARTHUR WHIT- 
W COMB, millionaire head of 

one of the country’s biggest 
paper companies, left his palatial 
Dedham, Mass., home at 8 a. m., 
as ‘usual, Monday, June 10, for 
his daily trip to the office. As was 
customary, Whitcomb was accom- 
panied in the family car by his 
daughter to a bus stop in the 
center of the town, There he pur- 
chased a morning newspaper and 
settled back in the bus for the 
ride to Boston and the headquar- 
ters of his firm, the Great North- 
ern Paper Co. 

Just two and a half hours aft- 
er Whitcomb stepped out of his 
home,: he lay dead on his office 
floor — murdered in one of the 
most bizzarre crimes in all New 
England history. 
Eleven hours after the murder, 


in the pretty residential commu- 


nity of Westfield, N. J., about 250 
miles from the offices of the pa- 
per company, an explosion 
wrecked the second floor apart- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. George E. 
Hardy. When the fumes cleared 
away, Hardy was found dead on 
the floor. 

Hardy, an unemployed machin- 
ist and model train hobbyist, was 
the murderer of the wealthy Whit- 
comb, the police now say. Their 
reconstruction pf Hardy’s crime 
and the apparent motive is still 
a tangled tale which will have its 
finality when the judicial verdict 
of an inquest, yet to be held, is 
handed down. 

The facts of the murder, as po- 
lice have established them, are 
these: 

On Thursday afternoon, June 6, 
four days before Whitcomb was 
murdered, a man entered the 
eighth-floor offices of the paper 
company at 201 Devonshire street, 
Boston, in the center of the city's 
financial district. He wore a 
straw hat, grayish blue suit and 
carried a brief case. 

The man approached Miss 
Doris Kimball, an office secretary. 
He identified himself as “Mr. Hor- 
man of the Treasury Department” 
and asked to see President Whit- 
comb of the paper company. Whit- 
comb was indisposed and had not 
come to his office that day. Miss 
Kimball told “Mr. Horman” she 
expected him back on Monday. 
„Mr. Horman” left. 
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HORTLY after 10 a.m. on Mon- 

day, Mr. Horman” reappeared, 

Miss Kimball recalled him, cor- 
dially asked him to wait on a 
bench until Whitcomb could see 
him’ Miss Kimball told Miss Sally 
Whittam, Whitcomb’s secretary, of 
the visitor. 

A few minutes later, 10:23 a.m. 
to be exact, Miss Whittam beck- 
oned to “Mr. Horman“ to enter 
Mr. Whitcomb’s office. The stran- 
ger entered and closed the door 
behind him. Miss Whittam thought 
she glimpsed her boss rising to 
greet his visitor as the door

shots. The door to Whitcomb’s of- 
fice opened, “Mr. Horman” walked 
rapidly out, a smoking revolver in 
his hand, his brief case under his 
arm, his straw hat still on. 
Startled employes were too 
astounded to try to stop him, The 
murderer didn’t wait for an ele- 
vator. He disappeared down a 
stairway. 

When police arrived, they found 
the body of Whitcomb on the ori- 
ental rug of his private office. 
On his desk was a legal looking 
document. Upon examination, it 
turned out to be an unsigned con- 
tract making one George E. 
Hardy general manager of the 
Great Northern Paper Co. at $25,- 
000 a.year and for lifes

document was a fountain pen, cap 
removed and ready for use. The 
police started looking for a George 
E. Hardy. They asked pelice de- 
partments through the entire East 
to check on the Monday morning 
whereabouts of all the George E. 
Hardys they knew. At first, the 
search turned to Maine where the 
Great Northern Paper Co.'s mills 
are located and where it owns 
a timberland acreage larger than 
the state of Delaware—Whit- 
comb’s personal empire. But early 
Monday night a New York news- 
paper man, acting on information 
from Boston that among the many 
Hardys was one named George in 
Westfield, N. J., telephoned the 
apartment home of the Westfield 
Hardy. Hardy answered the tele- 
phone. He was asked if he had 
been to Boston recently. He an- 
swered no and hung up the re- 
ceiver.

T 9:30 that night, Mrs. Hardy 
Ac home from a movie. Her 
husband had been out of town 
and she hadn’t expected him home 
that night. She stood in the apart- 
ment house corridor and chatted 
with a neighbor. Soon they 
smelled illuminating gas. Mrs. 
Hardy went to the door of her 
suite, opened it, clicked an elec- 
tric light switch. Then the ex- 
plosion, She and her friend land- 
ed in a hospital, her husband in 
a morgue. 
Examination of the apartment 
showed that Hardy had carefully

taped windows and doors to make 
them air tight and had turned on 
the gas. Pictures of Hardy were 
identified by employes in the pa- 
per company’s office. What 
clinched the case, however, was a 
penciled memorandum in Hardy’s 
home and his own talk with 
friends in his home neighborhood. 
The memorandum carried the 
figure $25,000; the words “gen- 
eral manager” and “for life.” It 
carried other notations, too, which 
prove, police say, that Hardy made 
the memorandum while thinking 
out the terms of the unusual] con- 
tract found on Whitcomb’s desk. 
The case moved swiftly, now. 
It developed that Hardy had twice 
been married, His first wife, who 
divorced him, and his daughter 
live in Millinocket, Me., the paper 
company’s own mill town. Hardy 
himself visited there often and his 
first wife said he worked for the 
paper company 17 years ago as a 
machinist. Paper company offi- 
cials, however, said they could 
find no record of his employment, 
Hardy had told friends in West- 
field within 10 days of the murder 
that he was going to get a job for 
$25,000 a year. He mentioned Vir- 
ginia as the locale. In another

ARDY’S motive was the 325. 

000 job Why it didn’t seem 

to him like the pipe dream it 
surely was, perhaps only the psy- 
chiatrists can explain. There is 
no evidence that he had ever met 
Whitcomb, although unquestion- 
ably he couldn't have spent much 
time in Millinocket without hear- 
ing of the man who really ran 
the town. 

Perhaps Hardy had some piece 
of gossip about Whitcomb which, 
in addition to his gun, he believed 
would persuade Whitcomb to sign 
the contract. But if police have 
any evidence of this kind, they 
haven't told anybody about it. 

Whitcomb came from ordinary 
circumstances, He had to work 
his way through college, attending 
both De Pauw University and 
Sheffield Scientific Schoo] at Yale. 
Everything Whitcomb had, he 
earned and in so doing he also 
earned the reputation of being “a 
stern but fair man.” 

Whitcomb stood an inch or two 
over six feet and weighed at least 
185 pounds. He had played : foot- 
ball in college and he was not the 
kind of man to be easily cowed. 

No sounds, other than the revol- 
ver shots, were heard outside 
Whitcomb’s office the morning he 
was killed. He and Hardy talked 
for seven minutes. The chances 
are good that Whitcomb recog- 
nized his visitor as, at least, a 
semi-demented man. He probably 
stood up, ordered Hardy out of his 
office and may even have taken a 
step forward to put the man out. 

It was then, probably, that Har- 
dy, enraged at the failure of his 
plan, pulled his revolver. There 
were four shots fired. Two entered 
Whitcomb’s body — he must have 
died immediately. The other two 
lodged in the wall. Police found 
an undischarged cartridge on the 
floor of the office. 

Hardy got out of the building. 
It is but a five minute walk from 
there to Boston’s South Station 
and the trains for New York and 
New Jersey. Perhaps Hardy took 
a taxi to the station. More likely 
he hurried away from the scene 
of his crime on foot. He had been 
in Boston often enough to know 
the route. He had plenty of time 
to get home by 7:30 p.m. 

That train ride must have been 
a nightmare. The thing uppermost 
in his mind, probably, was why 
he left that incriminating con- 
tract behind. Obviously, he knew 
the game was over when the 
newspapermen called him that 
night. Maybe he planned his sui- 
cide on the train; maybe after 
the telephone call, 

Police think it wag the tele- 
phone call that did it because he 
disposed of his gun and his brief- 
case somewhere between Boston 
and his home. No trace of the 
weapon or the briefcase have 
been found.

H chance didn’t have any fewer 
chances at the start of his life 
than did his victim. He was 
the son of a New Brunswick, N. 
J., policeman. He didn't go to 
college, as Whitcomb did, but he 
had a certain skill with tools. He 
never kept a job very long. He 
told friends he gave up his last 
job because he couldn’t get along 
with a co-worker. 

He tried the automobile business 
once, This venture flopped and he 
landed in jail. He took $100 bonds 
from drivers, to be returned when 
they delivered automobiles to him 
from the Detroit factories. Some- 
thing happened to the bond money 
and Hardy couldn't repay. He 
served about nine months for that 
mistake. 

Hardy’s crime followed a pat- 
tern familiar to police. The frus- 
trated twisted mind concocts an 
impossible scheme to bring in his 
own iong-delayed ship. In the 
process of execution of the scheme, 
murder occurs. His scheme now a 
failure, the murderer sees nothing

In Hardy’s case, it took just 11 
hours for his make-believe world 
to explode. He killed Whitcomb at 
10:30 in the morning. He killed 
himself at 9:30 in the evening of 
the same day. 

The whole story of Hardy's 
erime will never be told. Hardy 
kept his plan to himself before 
that fatal morning. His wife, on 
her hospital cot, told police she 
knew nothing about it. They be- 
lieve her. All Hardy himself ever 
said were the guarded remarks,

furiates Some of His Subscribers. 
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ARTHUR AULL AT HIS DESK. His OUTSPOKEN REPORTORIAL SFYLE 
HAS GAINED HIS SMALL-TOWN'PAPER NATIONAL FAME,

LAMAR, Mo., June 29. 
NE of the mysteries to the be- 
mused fraternity of newspaper 
editors for whom the Lamar 
Daily Democrat is required read- 
ing is why Arthur Aull, its irre- 


pressible editor and publisher, has 


been able to operate his small- 
town newspaper shop for nearly 
half a century with benign disre- 
gard for the orthodox rules of the 
business and stay out of the coun- 
ty poor-house. Arthur Aull's Dem- 
ocrat is an object lesson in how 
not to run a country paper and 
make it pay. 

Ted Cook, who until a few years 
ago wrote a syndicated column 
for the big city papers called 
“Cook-Coos,” used to gleefully 
look down his metropolitan nose 
at the Lamar Democrat, quoting it 
as a typical example of bucolic 
journalism. The truth is the 
Democrat, which has achieved na- 
tional fame for its ingenuous re- 
porting, is not typical of anything. 
It is the Democrat and there isn't 
another paper like it in the world. 

Most country editors will tell 
you that it is only common sense 
to pass up an embarrassing story 
rather than offend a paid sub- 
scriber. Aull infuriates some of 
his subscribers every day but Sun- 
days by printing the news where 
he finds it—let cancellations fall 
where they may. His indisputable 
premise is that in a community 
the size of Lamar, with its 3500 
inhabitants, even the most care- 
fully guarded secret eventually be- 
comes common gossip all over 
town. When a leading citizen is 
suspected of poisoning his neigh- 
bor’s cow in Lamar, Aull dutifully 
records it. He insists that it is 
the ordained civic mission of the 
editor to serve as clearing agent 
for such local small-talk before 
the truth is garbled at the village 
drug store. This he does in out- 
spoken language that leaves other 
country editors popgyed. Here is 
a recent example: 

“Jewell Schlicting is suing her 
husband, Harry, for . divorce. 
She says she is under} the age 
of twenty-one and asks that her 
mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Miller, 
be appointed as guardian ad 
litem, 

“Harry and Jewell have seen 


some tempestuous times. About 
three years ago Jewell phoned 
in from the Miller home near 

Poundstone and said that Harry 

had shot and killed himself. 

The late Sheriff Patterson hur- 
ried to the scene. Harry had 
gotten off the floor by that time. 

He hadn’t shot himself but he 

certainly put on a great act. 

“Not long after that it will be 
recalled Jewel] got into a fight 
in front of Tuck’s Cafe with an- 
other girl, Betty Miller. The 
girls had a real battle and in 
the fight Jewell lost her pants. 

Or at any rate she turned up 

out there on the street without 

any pants.” 

The way to put scandalmongers 
completely out of business, Aull 
argues, his blue eyes snapping be- 
ind gold-rimmed spectacles, is.to 
publish the facts. 

“It’s always been my theory that 
if you air a thing in print, even 
a big scandal, you'll do the folks 
concerned more good than if you 
try to ignore it,” he says. “When 
I get through with an unsavory 
story there is nothing left for the 
people to gossip about.” 

Aull’s accounts of divorce suits 
and local philanderings are writ- 
ten with an eye-witness devotion 
to detail that has the local clergy 
forever shuddering in their epis- 
copal boots. Some years ago one 
of them publicly called upon Hea- 
ven to strike him dead at his desk. 
Aull looks upon the fact that he 
is still active as divine approval 
of his editorial policy. 
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OHN WAGAMAN, president of 

the Barton County State Bank, 

who has on occasion, made 
front-page copy for the Democrat, 
voices the general resignation of 
Lamar to Aull’s energetic ventila- 
tion of its back-fence news. 

“Arthur is incorrigible,” he 
sighs. “The best thing to do when 
he comes out with one of his sen- 
sational stories is to try to forget 
it. It would be all over town any- 
way.” 

Walter Harmon, proprietor of 
the Lamar Drug Store, puts it a 
different way. “Here in Lamar,” 
he explains, “we don’t have to 
analyze the news. We just wait 
until the Democrat comes out and 
Arthur does it for us.” 

Elaborate cabals have been or- 
ganized to keep the news out of 
the Democrat, They always fail.

A while ago the Lamar Business 
and Professional Women’s Club 
innocently permitted three distin- 
guished looking strangers in town 
to attend their monthly meeting 
under the impression that they 
would be entertained by a talk on 
native crafts of Old Mexico. It 
was a disastrous mistake, Sworn 
secrecy on the part of the club 
members did not keep the follow- 
ing from appearing in the Demo- 
crat next day: 

“The Lamar Business and 
Professional Women’s Club en- 
tertained fourteen members of 
the Carthage Club at a banquet 
at Memorial Hall Monday even- 
ing. A special feature of the 
meeting was a visit by three 
mien who were in town tempor- 
rarily, and who had asked to 
attend after dinner to make a 
little talk. ° 

“Well, when the man that was 
going to make the talk got up 
it proved he was a liquor sales- 
man. This sank the girls to the 
very bottom of the well, but 
they let him go on. He told 
them how to mix a highball 
properly, how to drink with 
grace, and warned them against 
drinking too much, He showed 
them pictures of little moon- 
faces suffering with hangovers 
and warned them against the 
latter. 

“The girls sat there fairly 
paralyzed listening to him talk. 
When it began to look like he 
might even be willing to pass 
out samples the chairman let 
him know that wasn’t on the 
agenda and he would have to 
desist, It was bad enough but 
it wouldn’t have been quite so 
bad if they had not had the 
fourteen Carthage women as 
guests.

A porting everything that hap- 
pens in his small town has 
produced surprisingly little civil 
warfare. When he does have a 
wrathful visitation from a sub- 
scriber he religiously gives it full 
coverage. 

“One thing the people like to 
see more than anything else,” he 
gays philosophically, “is the edi- 
tor catching hell,” 

He has been sued for libel only 
twice, so long ago he has forgot- 
Each time the 
case was dropped for lack of evi- 
dence. In 1910 an irate farmer 
descended on the Democrat office 
to beat up the editor and found 
him out having a tooth extracted 
at the time. The farmer satis- 
fied himself by beating up his 
press foreman instead. 

Far from landing him in the 
poor-house, Aull’s ideas of how to 
run a country paper have brought 
financial success in & usually im- 
poverished business, Last year, 
for instance, while his competi- 
tors were struggling along with 
the aid of odd printing jobs, Aull 
cleared a respectable $8000 with 
the Democrat. This year, with 
more paper, his profits should run 
into five figures. Lamar—where 
President Truman was born in 
1884—is the county seat of Barton 
county. It is a pleasant, prosper- 
ous community on the edge of 
the Ozarks where the Great Plains 
begin. 

Here in a county which num- 
bers only 13,000 population Aull's 
daily and semi-weekly have a 
thumping paid circulation of 3994 
copies at the present writing. 
Some of this is foreign circula- 
tion brought about by the paper’s 
own peculiar fame. The Demo- 
crat has subscribers in every state 
of the union and Canada. It is 
safe to say no other rural paper 
is read as eagerly by the initiated. 
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ULL’S extraordinary nose for 
provincial news and artless re- 
portorial style have made the 
Democrat the most quoted coun- 
try paper in the land, When he 
writes an obituary of a prominent 
cat in Lamar or an account of 
how Lottie Casement caught her 
hand in a wringer he is regularly 
reprinted in big city papers. His 
story of a dog fight on the village 
square a few years ago ran a full 
column in ‘metropolitan dailies 
from coast to coast. He probably 
achieved the ultimate in reader 
interest last year when one of his 
dispatches lured two middle-aged 
reporters from the New Tork 
Times into the Ozark hills on 
muleback. 

Aull, who looks like the late 
Senator Borah of Idaho, has been 
publishing the Democrat since 
1900. Until that time he had been 
a frustrated district school teach- 
er suffering from an uncon- 
trollable itch to write. 8 

“I got the notion very early,”

he muses. “I had a lot to sa? 
and I figured the best place to 
say it was on a newspaper, espe- 
cially my own, Unreasonable as 
it may sound I managed to bor- 
row enough money from a bank 
to buy the Democrat.” 
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HE price was $5500. For this he 
T received a rheumatic typeset- 

ter, a battered handpress and 
a weekly circulation of 500. At the 
time most country papers were 
political organs largely support- 
ed by the publication of legal no- 
Uninhibited by previous 
experience, Aull changed that. He 
made the Democrat an independ- 
ent daily and turned it into a 
rousing alter ego of his own bois- 
terous personality. Today the 
Democrat shop is one of the best 
equipped, if the most topsy-turvy, 
in the business. His electrically 
powered flat-bed press, two lino- 
typé machines and modern ad- 
dressograph are the envy of rival 
publishers throughout Barton 
county. The property is unmort- 
gaged and worth $50,000. This 
leaves his competitors .. non- 
plussed, because to them Aull’s fi- 
nancial operations have been 
quixotic in the extreme. 


Kull thinks nothing of getting 
on the long-distance telephone just 
like a big city, editor and spending: 
a week's profit covering a story 
with a hot Lamar angle in Cali- 
fornia. When the press breaks 
down in the average country shop 
the paper misses an issue. The 
Democrat always goes to press, 
even if they have to fly a me- 
chanic in from Chicago. Only once 
was there a seemingly insur- 
mountable catastrophe. A now for- 
gotten press foreman stumbled 
with the fourth page form just 
before deadline time, scattering 
the galleys of type from one end 
of the shop to the other. Aull was 
summoned from the barber shop 
where he was being shaved. His 
face still covered with soap, the 
editor hurriedly: composed a new 
page and returned to finish his 
— The Democrat went to 

ress with the following announce- 
ment: 


THIS PAGE WAS

PIED 


The Democrat shop hasn't been 
cleaned since 1935. They are still 
picking type from the original 
fourth page off the floor. 


Aull is 73 years old, and has 
been that age to visiting reporters 
for the past five years. He is a 
naturally genial person with a 
twinkling. sense of humor, except 
when he gets worked up over 
some pet peeve, like the chain 
fence around the courthouse 
square or Washington's labor poli- 
cies. Then he erupts so violently 
he doesn’t calm down for hours. 
“IT used to get so mad at Roose- 
velt and some of his crazy ideas,” 
he fumes, I'd almost forget I was 
for him.” Aull is easily the cham- 
pion cusser in Barton county. 
Years ago a Baptist minister in 
Lamar carried on a running cam- 
paign from his pulpit against the 
editor’s famous profanity, He gave 
it up when Aull happily reported 


the progress of the campaign in 
the Democrat, 

As a country editor Aull fits into 
no pattern known to the rural 
fourth-estate. He knows literally 
nothing about the machinery in 
his shop and couldn’t set a stick 
of type if the front page depended 
on it. Though the Democrat owns 
three typewriters, he has never 
learned to use one, For 42 years 
he single-handedly composed the 
paper’s news in his illegible scrawl. 
Four years ago one of his three 
daughters, Mrs. Madeleine Van 
Hafften, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri School of 
Journalism, joined the Democrat 
as editorial assistant. Since then 
he has dictated the news and con- 
fined his quill driving to edito- 
rials. 

Once a story is written, Aull is 
through with it. Tom Bloomfield, 
his press foreman and czar of pro- 
duction, makes up the daily’s 
pages according to his own whim- 
sical notions of news value and 
edits the semi-weekly from the 
first galleys of type at hand. Aull 
is most eloquent when writing edi- 
torials about the weather or his 
pet shepherd dog, Tippy, which 
often rate two columns. He does, 
however, appreciate that things 
happen outside Barton county. 
When the first atomic bomb was 
dropped he ran half a column on 
it under the heading: “Buck Rog- 
ers Was a Piker.” The Democrat's 
birth notices are masterpſeces of 
detail listing all available family 
information including a roster of 
additional children and their ages. 
The editor found out long ago that 
women like to see how their 
neighbors are spacing them. 
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the gossip mongers completely 

out of business, the Democrat’s 
column’s are open to anyone with 
a grievance. Items like the fol- 
lowing straighten out the facts in 
Lamar: 

“We have been requested to say 
that the wedding dress which 
Tommy Snead accused his wife, 
Rita Mae, of burning up in his re- 
cently filed divorce suit was not 
purchased by the elder Mrs. 
Snead. The defendant is not be- 
holden to her moti.er-in-law for 
this dress, 

“As a matter of fact Rita Mae 
burned up two dresses, the wef- 
ding dress and another dress.“ 


In 1941, an advertising agency 
invited Aull to fly to New York 
with all expenses paid to collab- 
orate on a radio program they 
were dreaming up for the rural 
consumer. Aull went. He had 
never been farthér than a few 
hundred miles from Barton coun- 
ty before. The meeting was one 
of mutual disillusion, The agen- 
cy hoped to find another. Bob 
Burns. Aull took the assignment 
seriously. He believed that for 
the important money the agency 
was spending epical prose was in 
order. After three days he de- 
cided to go home. 

The country editor had spent 
most of his time walking up and 
down Fifth avenue studying the 
people. “God Almighty!,” he 
roared to a reporter before leav- 
ing, “I can see why New York 
has to have nightclubs and Lamar 
doesn’t, You can’t stay cooped up 
in one of those damned two-room 
apartments all the time, I'm go- 
ing back to Barton county and 
get my paper out.“

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


OT one crust of bread is going 
Nic be wasted these days by 
those who know the wheat and 
bread situation and who want to 
give every co-operation possible to 
help alleviate suffering. Some- 
times it can’t be helped that a few 
slices of bread become too stale to 
eat as bread, so the most logical 
use to make of them is to convert 
them to crumbs, which can be used 
in various recipes. For light col- 
ored crumbs, lay bread on a bak- 
ing sheet, cover with cheesecloth 
and let dry thoroughly. Then place 
in a paper bag, fold open end to- 
gether and crush with a rolling 
pin. Then place in a box with a 
perforated lid. 

A rolled oat box is excellent for 
this, but remember to puncture 
the lid in several places to permit 
air to come in contact with 
crumbs and retard any tendency 
for the crumbs to become rancid. 
Raw Asparagus Salad With Catch- 

up Dressing. 

Lightly toss two cups thinly 
sliced raw asparagus with two 
tablespoons finely sliced green on- 
ions, including tops, and one- 
fourth cup quartered and sliced 
radishes. Add one-half teaspoon 
salt. Serve in lettuce cups with 
catchup dressing, made as follows: 
Beat together one-fourth cup salad 
oil, two tablespoons vinegar, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half teaspoons sugar, one table- 
spoon catchup, and one-eighth tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce thor- 
oughly. Chill. Pour over cut veg- 
etables. Serve immediately. Four 
servings.

Luncheon: Split pea soup, cheese 
and ham salad with tomato slices,

Barbecued Frankfurters. 

Melt two tablespoons margarine 
and saute one-half cup diced on- 
ions and one-half cup diced celery 
in it until onion is lightly cooked 
and transparent. Add one table- 
spoon brown sugar, one tablespoon 
vinegar, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, two-thirds cup catchup, two- 
thirds cup water, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, and a dash Tabasco 
Sauce and blend well. Add one 
pound frankfurters, cut into one- 
inch pieces, stir to coat with sauce. 
Pour into casserole and bake in a 
375 degree F. oven for one hour. 
Four servings.

COLOR IN 


LTHOUGH not discernible by the naked eye, the 
night sky is filled with color. The stars show 
their colors faintly in photographs. Their hues 

range from red, orange aa 
yellow white and white, according to the temperature 
of the star. The color is brought out vividly when the 
star lights up a.gaseous nebula, as shown on this 
page. The sky itself is believed to be blue-green, 
‘ though no photographic plate sensitive enough to 
record it has yet been developed. 

Color photogrc »hs of the stars are being taken 
at the Warner and Swasey Observatory of the Case 
School of Applied Science, Cleveland, with a new 
Schmidt camera telescope. Work is incidental to a 
mass investigation of stars of the Milky Way, our own 
Galaxy, by photographing their spectrums in color.
